thie, Captain Gordon, from Rotterdam 
for Aberdeen. Although the figures of 
the various statements of tho loss of life 
differ, no two being exactly alike, the 
latest information as to tho number of 
lives lost places it at 874 ot least. That 
is tho number missing and there is very 
little hope entertained that any of 
these will eventually be heard from 
alive, 

It is true, however, that some Yar- 
mouth ond Lowestoft fishing smacks, 
which are out on cruises in the vicin~ 
ity where the Wild Flower picked up 
the Elbo’s boat containing the 20 sur- 
vivors, have not returned to their home 
ports yet, so that there still remains o 
possibility that one or more of them 
may have rescued some of the unfortun- 
ates of the lost steamer, On the other 
hand the weather is unfavorable to the 
survival of the castaways for any con- 
siderable length of time. A heavy north: 
cast gale haa prevailed or the North Sea 
all day and the weather at Lowestoft 
and thereabouts is very cold. The gale 
increased to almost a hurricane and has 
been accompanied by a blinding « snow- 
storm. 

Notwithstanding this the Coast Guard 
and Customs Officers aro exerting them- 
selves to the utmost, and are leaving 
no means untried in the search for pos- 
sible survivors, or even for signe of any 
kind indicating that more of the Elbe’s 
people escuped thau haye been heard 
from, 

Thus far no article of woodwork or fur- 
niture belonging to the boat has washed 
ashore on the Suffolk coast, a fact. in 
itself regarded by experts as proving the 
sudden completeness of the wreck and 
tending to diminish the probability of 
further saving of life being reported. A 
lifeboat of the Elbe, it is true, washed 
ashore at Yarmouth last evening, oars 
and lifebuoys being found in it; but this 
is undoubtedly the boat from which the

The lifeboat of the life-saving station 
at Ramsgate has returned after being 


} out 15 hours, searching for possible sur- 
| vivors of the Elbe, but found no trace 
of cither boat or wreckage, Tha Broad- 


stairs lifeboat also returned this morning, 
Upon nearing the stution the boat was 
blown ashore by the violent gale, and 
the crew were dashed into the surf. 
Several of them were injured. 

The tug Despatch, which has» started 
from: Lowestoit to, search for any possi- 
ble survivors of the Bilbo, intended 
to search in the vicinity of the Hook 
of Holland. A blizgard-like snowstorm 
prevailed, rendering the sea invisible from 
the shore, and the storm drove the tug 
back to Lowestoft at noon, after she had 
proceeded only a short distance. The 
storm moderated somewhat. after her re- 
turn,aud in the afternoon she started out 
again. 

Tho Despatch returned to Lowestoft 
this afternoon, having pyoceeded 45 miles 
in hor search for any persons who may 
have been fortunate enough to get away 
from the Elbe in the missing boats or by 
clinging .to the wreckage, 

The Despatch repoxts that nothing 
Whatever was seen of cither boats or 
Wreckage, The storm is now raging more 
wildly than ever, and it is impossible that 
nny small boat can five in the heavy 
sea, orif it should have weathered the 
falc that any of ita occupants can have 
survived exposure to tho bitter cold until 
thia time. 

The raging biizeard prevented the sea 
from being seen off Ramagate and Yar- 
mouth and compollod w total snapension 
of coasting traffi In thie way the ox- 
pert account: the! non-arrival of 
fishing boats, which might. bring somo 
additional suryiy or at least have 
picked up some wreckage which might 
xerye to identify the ship which cut the 
Elbe almost in two. 

The owner, Aberdeen, of the steam-

Captain Gordou gays the steamer with 
Which the Crathie collided was lost sight 
of immediately after the vessels camo to- 
gether and it was thought sho had pro- 
ceded. The Crathio remained in the vi- 
cinity for two hours aud then returned to 
Rotterdam, as it was feared that she 
could not keep afloat. 

The second officer saya immediately 
after the collision tho ship struck by the 
Crathie burned blue and red lights, Sim- 
ilar signals were returned by the Crathic, 
his belief being that no assistance was 
required, 

Greenham, ‘the English pilot on the 
Elbe, ono of the survivors, said: When 
I came ondeck of the Elbo, the 
was in charge. The first order fi 
“Swing tho boats out} don’t lowe 
next was “Everybody on deck; c 
their stations.” This was follow by 
“Women and children to the starboard 
boats, to be saved first.” 

These orders were given by the captain 

himself, and were repeated by the chief 
Officer. The next order was “Lower the 
boats.” There was no confusion among 
the crew, or in the giving of orders, 
hor was there any panic among the pas- 
sengers. A high sea was running and 
there was a stroug east southeast wind, 
There had boen on average bf 19 de- 
grees below the frevzing point sinée the 
morning. The lanyards of the boat grips 
Were frozen, and were chopped away in 
order to save time. The ship went down 
two minutes after we left her. 
_ William Wright, the skipper of the fish- 
ing smack Wild Flower, says: We were 
east southeast of Tyrwestoft, with our 
trawling gear down, when about 11 
o'clock yesterday moruixz I saw a ship's 
lifeboat a mile away. The boat’s mast 
was naked, but I saw something flut- 
tering from her stern. The water was 
breaking over the boat. I watched the 
boat closely, 

Her ‘occupants seemed to think I was 
going to leaye them,so I waved my hat 
It took us half anhour to get up our 
trawling gear, ond in the meantime the 
boat was drifting away from us. When 
we got close to them I cast them a rope, 
but they were so cold, wet and numb 
they could not make it fast for a time. 
Wo pulled them around to the side of the 
smack, and about half of them jumped 
aboard, but the strain caused by the 
heavy sea parted tho rape, and the re- 
mainder once more drifted away, 

Eventually we made another line fast 
and four niore of the unfortunates were 
dragged in, leaving « woman and four 
men io the boat, The woman lay inthe 
Water in the bottom of tho boat. Just 
as all had boarded the smack, the line 
again parted, and the lifeboat was again 
lost. Iam sure another hour's exposure 
in the boat would have killed some of 
them, for there was six iuches of ice on 
my deck, 

The Elbe had on board 824 persona, 
of whom 149 were officers and crew, 
50 cabin passengers and steerage 
passengers, Of the passengers 18 were 
children. 

A great deal of advorée comment is 
caused by tho fact that of the 20 per- 
sons saved from the Elbe, 15 of them 
wero of the ship’s crew, and that tho 
boat in which they saved themselves 
contained only once woman and no child- 
ren. 

Attempts have been made by some of 
the survivors to account for this, but 
i se in a satisfactory mannor. 
Sven the solitary woman who was siv- 
ed waa not originally taken into tho 
boat, but was picked up in the water 
after the boat had pushed away from 
the sinking ship, greatly against the 
wishes of some of the occupants of the 
boat. 

The German Consul will open the en 
quiry here to-morrow. ‘The agents of 
the owners and the insurance companies 
and the officials of the admiralty and 
Board of Trade will be presont. Tho 
enquiry will last eight days, All tho 
crew left in Lowestoft the clothes which 
they had worn fn the final struggle for 
life, and wore suits given them by 
Consul Breadlboars ilot  Greenham’s 
hand is badly [rost-bitten.

hand-press at the rate of 5600 copies per 
hour. (Laughter.) 

“At the beginning of the cent , 
said Mr. Ross, ainid applause, “ the 
population of the United States was 
only 8,800,000. What the Nineteenth 
Century did for the United 
fully hope the Twentieth Ceutu 
do for the Dominion of Canada. 
plause,) . 

In fnce of all this it might be said 
there was no future for Canada, that 
her future was full of doubt and uncer- 
tainty. He for oue did not subscribe to 
that doctrine. (Applause.) 

“T have confidence in the future of Can- 
ada, because our constitution is wo elas- 
tic, combining the diffusion of power 
with a strong central goyernment. (Ap- 
plause.) This constitution, with all its 
adaptations, is the creation of our own 
hands; it was fashioned by the noble 
men whom we honor to-day as the 
fathers of Confederation. As journalists 
and as Canadians I trust you will up- 
hold that constitution, (Applause.) 

“There is no aspiration which 1) aa 
& Canadian can desire f which I may 
not avail myself undor that coustitu- 
tion, and I hope that my children and 
my children’s children will cherish it aa 
they do the home of their childhood and 
the hallowed associations of their 
early days.  (Applause,) 

Prof. Goldwin Smith also responded to 
the toast. On rising he was received 
with loud and prolonged cheering. His 
h was a mastorpiece of diction and 
cy. 
he speech of the Minister of Eduea- 
tion,” said Dr, Smith, “has really left 
me nothing to do but to put one more 
coat of gilding on a lump of gold, which 
noeded not to have been gilded at all, 
The only thing that I can say is thot 
Canada js our home. (Applause,) In that 
word all is summed up, We have hero 
five millions of people, probably as in 
dustrious, a8 moral, as enorgetic, a8 any 
five millions in the world, I do not ex 
clude the French-Canadions, who, though 
thoy muy not have exactly the samo 
qualities as tho British, have qualitics 
of thoir own, We have with this five 
millions a country full of resources yet 
to be developed, Having these things, 
we may look forward with confidence to 
tho future, whatever it may bo, Our 
destinies are in our own hands, ond 
when all policies are fairly sot before 
our people, the intelligence of our peo 
plo will deeide, (Applause,) 

“Canada has certainly kept pace with 
other countries, even in this clectric age, 
in which humanity has traversed ina fow 
years what it took in former days con 
turios to traverse, We have had iin 
provements in every lino fully commen 
surate with tho advance of civilization. 
I can hardly look out of my window 
without thinking of tho progress of To« 
ronto, for on tho lawn on which I look 
tho carriage horses of the old gentlo 
man who built my house were attacked 
by boars. It ia now in tho very contre 
of tho city.

This house contains all the essentials 
of « home for a small family, The 
rooms aro of fair size, well arranged for 











uso. Wo enter from the front through 
a small porch and vestibule into the 
parlor or dining-room. Opening from 


either of these rooms is a bedroom, and 
from it the bath room, through which is 
the back passage to the kitcheu, The 
kitchen is of fair size, intended for use 
only for cooking. The passage from 
the kitchen to the dining-room is through 














—it can bo moved to the end and thus 
does not obstruct the passage. About 
two inches of moist sand are put into 
the bottom of each nest before the hen 
is set ; the straw nest is built thereon 
and the eggs are given her.

A veterinarian writes to Farm, Field 
and Fireside that the horse isa very 
cleanly animal, and if he is not running 
in the fields where he can roll and rub, 
his hair and skin should be thoroughly 
cleaned every day to keep him in good 
health and condition. Mud and manure 
should be rubbed off with a handful of 
straw or hay, and the wet hair wiped 
dry with other clean handfuls, Then 
the whole skin should be gone over with 
a currycomb having fine, round, point- 
ed teeth, followed by a good, clean 
brush, Straw and dirt should be un- 
tangled from the mane and tail with the 
fingers. Cards pull out too much hair, 
though a good, blunt-toothed steel comb 
may be carefully used. The most of the 
cleaning should be done with the brush, 
especially around the head and log 
bones, being careful that the brush or 
dust does not get into his eyes. The 
whole body should be wiped with a soft 
cloth, beginning with head, and the re- 
ulting smooth coat of the horse will well 
nay such daily care. 
he principal reason for regular and 
thorough grooming is that the health of 
the horse requires that the pores of the 
skin be kept open by removing dust 
and secretions, and that both skin and 
muscles be rubbed to replace the natural 
muscular movements which the stabling 
and work prevent. ‘The good results of 
careful grooming are 80 BPRALANE thata 
Pateon with the healthy skin which fol- 
ows from proper bathing, rubbing and 
feeding, is said to be well groomed. 

Muddy legs and manure stains may 
be washed off with wa wator, being 
careful to rub the hair and skin dry im- 
mediately. In warm weather it is a 
good plan to give the horse an occasion- 
al bath all over, and then rub him dry, 
so that he does not ¢hill and catch cold, 
The hardworking farm horse should be 
groomed three times a day. At noon 
the harness should be removed and the 
faco and sweaty places rubbed with soft 
straw orhay.

Yields of Mavure, 


The first annual roport of the Ontario 
experimental station gives tho results 
ofa trial to ascertain the amount of 
manure made by a steer at the several 
periods of life. The animal was taken 
when a calf, penned, and the manure 
saved on a cement floor and weighed 
once a week. In passing we may note 
the objection that by this method there 
would be a constant evaporation of 
moisture, thus reducing the total weight 
secured. ‘Tho objection is probably 
well taken, as the ratio of manure 
found by other iny ators. The cost 
of keoping the animal for each period 
of six months is given and the manure 
made for the same periods, Tho cost is 
a mattor of interest in its bearing on 
the advancing cost of an animal with 
increase of age. The cost for each suc- 
ceeding six months was aa follows:

moro than in preceding periods, Possl- 
bly tho season of the yoar had a mate 
rial affect on the amount but this {s not 
cloar, as the evaporation of tho liquid 
would be more in summer than in win 
ter; while on the other hand, the ratio 
of food used up by the beast might bo 
more in the winter than in the summer, 
The oritiolam that the evaporation was 
not duly looked aftor is correct from A 
sciontitic standpoint, yet the trial shows 
very noarly tho amount that may bo 
cnloulated on in practice, which ts little 
ovor two tons for ono of food.

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600 feet in depth, the electric fluid hay- 
ing passed down a chain hanging in the 
shatt. 

Again, we are told that safety is to be 
found by lying in bed during a thunder- 
storm. This may be sometimes the case, 
but the rule is not of universal applica- 
tion, In 1858 lightning struck a dwell- 
ing in Franklin county, some six miles 
from Columbus, destroyed with a crash- 
ing noise the wooden. bedstead, scatter- 
ed the bedclothing, mattresses and 
pillows about the room and threw the 
occupant with much violence against 
the partition, but he was not seriously 
hurt. In the same yeara lightning 
stroke tore the curtains and a counter- 
pane from a bedin St, Louis without 
the least injury to the occupant. 

For contra, we find in the public re- 
gister an account of a thunderstorm in 
1772, in which a Mr. Hearthly of Harro- 
gate, England, was killed by lightning 
while asleep in his bed, while his wife, 
lying at his side was not even awaken- 
ed by the shock. A church was struck 
by lightning in 1849,during the celebra- 
tion of mass. Two of the officiatin, 
priests were struck dead, while the thir 
was unscathed, 

Regarding certain trees and there li- 
ability to attract the electric fluid, there 
are many curious opinions. Some well 
informe people contend that lightning 
often strikes the elm, chesnut, oak, 
pine, and frequently the ash, but never 
the beech, birch or maple, and they tell 
you with great seriousness that when 
the oak and the pine grow near each 
other, the latter escapes, while the 
former is attacked. Tho real truth of 
the matter is that there is no safety be- 
neath any tree during a thunderstorm, 
and refuge should not be so taken, 

Glass, we are frequently told, is a 
positive and undoubted non-conductor 
of lightning, but this is not true. In 
1871 two persons were killed in Terre 
Bonne County, Louisiana, while stand- 
ing inside a window during a thunder- 
storm. The glass was reduced to 
powers but the woodwork of the win- 

ow remained uninjured. 

Metallic articles worn about the per- 
son are quite certain to increase the 
liability to an electric stroke, In 1819 
lightning attacked a prison in Spain, 
and out of 20 prisoners in one apartment 
only a brigand, chained around the 
waist, was killed, while the others 
escaped with only a severe shock, 

European authority is also account- 

or the story that in 1849, at Milan, 
aly, during a thunderstorm, a lady 
raised her arm to close a window, and 
at that moment the lightning flashed 
and a golden bracelet so completely dis- 
appeared that not a vestage of it could 
be found, yet the lady was unhurt. 
We do not fancy throwing discredit 
upon the history, but ‘‘the complete dis 
appearance” of the jewel is a bit of ox- 
tra color. The melting without the ac- 
tual disappearance, however, is credi- 
ble, for in 1854 an electric bolt struck a 
fishing-boat off the Shetland Islands, 
shivered the mast ana melted a watch 
in the pocket of a man sitting near the 
mast without scorching his clothes or 
injuring him. . 

When, in 1858, a peasant woman was 
killed by lightning near Auxerre, in 
France, not a wound was found upon 
her body, but a silver comb was melted 
in her hair, probably defining the spot 
where the death blow was dolivered. 

An incident is related by Brydone of 
a lady whose bonnet was reduced to 
ashes while she was looking at a thun- 
derstorm outof n window, It is suppos- 
ed the wire in the bonnet attracted the 
electricity. We doubt, however, 
whether ladies will generally adopt the 
highly sciontifin precaution recommend 
ed by Brydone for such occasions. 

“Every lady," says he, “should wear 
a small chain or thread of brass 
wire, which. sho should hang during a 
thunderstorm to the wire of her bon- 
net, by which the fulminating mat 
ter might pass to the earth instead of 
traversing the head and other mem 
bers 

Ono of the questions bearing upon 
this subject that has been more diseu 
sed than any other is, in what way wil 
electric action demonstrate itself when 
twoor more persons are near each 
other in a line? Will it demonstrate at 
the extremities or in 
line?

been shown that the breaking resist- 
ance of these chains with solid links is 
one-third again as great as that of ordi- 
nary chains. 

The real difficulty in the operation 
lies in the precision needed not merely 
for the relative position of the teeth of 
each roller, but in tho regulation.of the 
axes of the rollers. The results obtain- 
ed by the Klatte machine are satisfac- 
tory enough for practical purposes, as 
the widest range of difference in sizo 
between single links in less than two 
per cent, 


How to Buy Good Cows, 


It is possible to choose first-class cows 
invariably only after much study and 
practide. A successful buyer, or one 
who neyer buys inferior cows, must be 
a careful, observant student. See to it 
that there is no hair growing downward 
and no intrusion whatever in the es- 
cutcheon. It should be covered through- 
out its length and breadth with short, 
silky hair. I always look for spots of 
oily, lemon colored dandruff also. After 
studying cows fox vears and SompALN, 
my observations ‘with those of others, 
would recommend to the learner Francis 
Guenon’s treatise on milch cows, pub- 
lished by Orange Judd Company of 52 
Lafayette place, New York. 

But the proper keeping of cows after 
they are bought has much to do in proy- 
ing the standard of judgment in buying 
correct, A magnificent animal, poorly 
fed and irregularly cared for, cannot do 
her best, Ieut my hay early, taking 
care not to dry it too much, his does 
not mean that I failto do it properly. 
I strive to retain all the nutriment. My 
cows are kept in a warm stable and fed 
regularly. My grain ration consists of 
barley sprouts, wheat bran and corn 
meal in varying proportions suited to 
their individual conditions, We water 
twice daily, leaving the stock out just 
long enough to drink, I have ‘eight 
thoroughbred Holsteins and 17 grades 
and inake an annual profit of $100 or 
more per year from every cow in the 
herd. It is a good average considering 
that some of the animals are heifers 
and does not include the calves raised 
nor the butter products used in the fam- 
ily. My cattle are doing fully as well 
as las ar. I begin my accounts each 
year at March 1, 

I have never overcrowded my stock 
with grain that I may force a fancy re- 
cord or obtain an sbnormal flow of milk. 
I have had’as high as $198.75 from the 
cheese factory near by for a single 
month's milk on grass alone. No one 
should fail to recognize the value of por 
sistant milkers. My cows come in in 
the late fall and are mostly dry during 
July, August and September, Fresh 
cows are fed 2 qts of wheat bran and 
this increased by littles until my heavi 
estration is reached, which is 2 qts corn 
meal and 8 qts each of bran and barley 
sprouts. After the cows get dry I take 
off their grain ration. The average 
cost of keoping my cows is $10 for grain 
and $25 for coarse fodder.— Farm and 
Homo.

If tho theory of the police is correct, 
Pope was murdered for the insurance 
money which would accrue to his widow 
in the event of his death.

Pope, who refuses point 
blank to discuss the murder in uny of 
its phases, saying that she is not well 
enough to do so. 

The police are satisfied that Bruaseau 
killed Pope in cold blood and that Mrs.

Pope, He was 
insured in the Royal Arcanum, $8000 ; 
A.O.U.W., $2000; Aucient Order of For- 
‘ators, $3000; Maccabees, at least $2000, 
He was also jnsuréd in the National 
Union, United Friends and other orga- 
nizations. 

The story told by Brusseau is far from 
being a good one, and it does not hold 
together all through. If Pope had en- 
tered the room with the inteution of kill; 
ing him, tho police reason, he would have 
done so when Brusseau was lying on the 
floor, when’ he would have had every op: 
portunity to do so. 

That there was no struggle was shown 
by the fact that the family who oceupythe 
floor above the Popes were not awaken- 
ed at all, and they knew nothing of the 
turderentil Jate in the morning, when 
they were juformed by the police. 

The shot, which lodged in the basement, 
could have been fired better by Brus- 
sean hinself than by Pope, and the po- 
lice helieve that he fired 
the revol himeelf, 

The most probable theory advanced is 
that the murder was carefully planned, 
and that Brudscau quietly hid himself 
in the front room. Pope almost lived 
alone, as he was at the beck and call 
of his wife, and she preferred Brusseau's 
company to that of her husband’s. He 
slept in the dingy kitchen, ataying out 























late at night so as to be out of the 
way while Brusseau aud hix wife were 
togethor.

WHAT CHINA HAS LOST, 
— 
A Synopsis of the Spoils Captured By 
Japan. 

Boston, Feb. —Mr. B. A, Talbot of 
Elmo-street, Rochester, has received o 
letter from a friend in Japan, which 
contains a copy of the official report 
of the Japancse War Department up to 
Dec. 81, on the Chinese war, The re- 
cord begins on July 23, and contains a 
report of 16 engagements, all of which 
resulted in victories for the Japanere. 
Fourteen of these engagements were on 
land and two were naval, The most 
striking thing in the whole report is the 
contrast in the number of mon lost by 
the two armies, The Japanese lost 
and had 1712 wounded, while the Chi- 
nese lost 6676 and he 9696 wounded. 
The Japanese took 2164 prisoners, The 
amount of plunder taken by the Japan- 
ese Was something enormots. here were 
taken 670 Krupp guns, with 2,601,714 
rounds of ammunition; 7645 rifles, with 
77,458,758 rounds of smmunition; of 
rice and grain, 17,957 koku (nearly 5 
bushels); 360 horses, 8326 tents, 477 
stands of colors, large lumps of gold and 
silver, to the amount of $1,000,000, the 
whole footing up to about $7,500,000. 
The value of the different buildings 
and forts takeu at Port Arthur is $700,- 
000,000,. There were 21 forts, all in fine 
condition und provided with the most 
improved armatients, 18 brick barracks, 
five large drydocks and a vumber of 
machine and construction shops. All 
these had been constructed under the 
supervision of German officers ani 
engineers, and wore only about seven 
years old, In the navy there has been 
almost equal success, . Two gunboats anil 
4, steel cruiser have been seized, one gun- 
boat and one stcel cruiser have been 
burned, and one ironclad and three steel 
cruisers have been aunk; besides 21 steam 
launches, junks, sailing vessels, etc. 
The report states 184,000 square miles, 
double the area of Japan, are under 
Japanese control, the people in this 
eee being quict and obedient to the 
law. 


Wreekuge Picked Up. 

London, Feb. 8,—The skippor of the 
smack Delta, which arrived at Lowes- 
tolt to-day, saw a small boat and a 
human body in dark clothes floating in 
the North Sea about forty miles south 
east of that port, Other skippers who 
came in to-day say they passed doors 
furniture, spars and boxes. Six lifeboats 
and three lifeboat tanks have been picke 
up on the Suffolk conat.

Thiv 
yreb is always spun on the pineapple, 
and is of a peculiar basket-ghapo, the 
peculiarity consisting in the remarkable 
adjustmont that fs exhibited between 
the structure of tha, web and that of tho 
plant.

significance has, however, been given to 
the question of reciprocal trade, and the 
great benefit of what is called a sixty-five 
million market. The discussion has given 
our neighborsa feeling of undue impor- 
tance, and to some extent is calculated to 
injure the self-reliance and sturdy indepen- 
dence of our own people. I look upon the 
result so far as injurious to this country, 
and as tending to the defeat of the object 
sought by the agitation. As a matter of 
fact, itisnot a market of 5,000,000 as 
against. 65,000,000. 
the United States is not interested in the 
trade with Canada, and perhaps a small 
portion of Canada is not interested in 
trade with the United Stafes. Inter- 
national trade is chiefly confined to the 
people along the boundry line and their 
commercial centres. ‘To-day the national 
aim in trade seems to be to find a market 
for the producer. Judging by this stand- 
ard, the trade of Canada is of greater 
value to the United States than the trade 
of the United States is to Canada. Taking 
the trade and commerce returns, the im- 
ports from the United States 
for 1893 were over $9,000,000 more than 
the exports from Canada to the United 
States. During twenty years, from 1874 
to 1893, both inclusive, the imports into 
Canada from the were 
$220,000,000 more than the imports into 
the United States from Canada, showing 
that we proyide the United States with a 
market for $10,000,000 annually more 
than the United States provide us with, 
Tho people of the United States can be 
depended upon to regulate their trade to 
suit themseives, and the quicker our peo- 
ple learn to economize their time and at- 
tend to their own affairs the better will it 
be for this country, While making this 
statement I do not wish to underestimate 
the importance of a freer or more extens- 
ive trade with the United States. On the 
contrary, I would advise the freest: and 
largest. measure of trade practicable be- 
tween the two countries. ‘This is the 
natural condition of things on the grounds 
of both proximity and consanguinity, but 
it must obtained and conducted on a 
basis consistent with the welfare and 
national dignity of both countries.

larity of methods we see no such regu- 
lavity in the-trées themselves. Why is 
this? The fact is that nature follows 
these-patterns; but there are other in- 
fluences at work which mar the regu- 
larity of the design. If all the growing 
buds were permitted to develop, we 
should have the design regularly car- 
ried out, but many of the buds are do- 
stroved. Some of them aro caten by 
birds; some are destroyed by frost, and 
some are stored to supply other buds. 

These buds often remain latent for 
years and develop when a favorable op- 
portunity occurs. Cases have been 
awe when all the flowers of a troe 
have been destroyed by frost, but the 
tree was again covered with blossoms in 
ashorttime. This was owing to the 
latent or undeveloped buds, which were 
enabled to grow sata their food supply 
was increased by tho destruction of the 
buds which had hitherto been robbing 
them, This plan of nature, which pro- 
vides more buds than can develop, is a 
wise provision, as it enables the troe to 
Survive frosts and tho ravages of birds 
and insects, 

Ih trees or plants where the terminal 
bud is strongly doveloped, tho lateral 
buds are often deprived of sufficient 
food supply and kept from doveloping. 
This is the caso in spruce and pine, 
Latent buds are, therefore, quite com- 
mon in these trees, which accounts for 
the knotty nature of their woods; thus 
the destruction of buds from various, 
causes, and the tailure of other buds to 
develop, destroys the originally perfect 
pattern, and makes it difficult to trace 
out tho original design from exaimina- 
tion of the fully developed plant,

Tho Kirkbridge No. 1 oil well, of 
which we give an illustration, is located 
in Madison township, Sandusky county, 
Ohio, The flow of oil commenced Nov. 
18. The spectacle is described as one 
of the most magnificent ever witnessed 
in that part of the country. First ap- 
peared a column of water rising eight 
or ten feet in the air. This was follow- 
ed by a black stream of mud and sand, 
which gradually changed to yellow. 
Then, with a deafening roar, the gas 
burst forth in an immense volume, hid- 
ing the derrick from view. 

As this cleared away « solid golden 
column a foot in diameter shot from the 
derrick floor 100 feet in the air, there 
breaking into fragments and falling ina 
shower of yellow rain for a quarter of a 
mile around, For a period of five hours 
this great column of oil shot upward. In 
a very few moments the field about tho 
well was covered several inches deep 





with petroleum, Within three or four 
hours the ditches for miles around were 
overflowing with oil, Dams were con- 
structed in order that the product might

Some persons living in the vincinity, 
alarmed af the spectacle, packed their 
household goods and fled. Tne Buck- 
eye pumping station, a mile distant, was 
compelled to extinguish its fires on ac- 
count of the gas, and all other fires 
within the district were put out. 

It was a literal flood of oil, the esti- 
mated production for the first twenty- 
four hours bei 14,560,000 gallons. 
About 18,000 barrels per day have been 
saved and MAT KOrEA since the oil has 
«been brought under full control. The 
owner has refused an offer of $500,000 
for the well, boing content with the 
income of $10,000 per day.—Chicago 
Times.

public the story. But to begin at the 
beginning. Nine years ago Dallas ‘T, 
and Harry P, Hyams, Hebrowa and twin 
brothers, arrived here from Now Orleans 
They had considerable money, which, it 
was given out, had reverted to them 
from their father, who, it was claimed, 
was o practising physician during the 
yellow fever outbreak in the South, and 
from a brother, who was a director in 
the Louisiana lottery, and made some- 
thing ike a million dollars. They 
started o warehouse in Colborne-street. 

Harry Hyoms became acquainted with 
Martha Wells, a young orphan girl, who 
had a short time proviously come into 
a legacy of a few’ thousand  dallars. 
William Wells, a 22-year-old brother of 
Martha, who had alyo been left several 
thousand dollars, was employed in the 
Hyams’ warehouse as bookkeeper 
and goneral ovorseer of the’ building. 
At noon on Jan, 16, 1898, he was found 
lying dead at the foot of the elevator 
shaft, The explanation given of the af- 
foir was that Wells was making some 
repairs at the foot of the old-fashioned 
freight hoist shaft, that the weight 
which balances the hoist, and which 
weighed 500 pounds, had become unhook- 
ed and fallen from the third story di- 
rectly upon the head of the young mau 
iw the collar, Tho left side of decensed's 
head was crushedinjas if be had heard 
the falling weight and glanced up before 
it struck him. The dead body was dis- 
covered by Harry P. Hyams. Coroner 
Pickering waa notified, but decided that 
ou inquest was unnecessary, 

It transpired after the tragedy that 
young Wells carried an insurance of 
$36,000 on his life, Of (this sum two 
policies were in the Mutual Life Losur- 
ance Co, of New. York, of which Mr. 
H. K, Merritt, 48' King west, is agent. 
The remaining $5000; was an accident 
policy in the Mutual Accident Associa- 
tion, a local company. 

All the jnsurance was gjuade payable 
to deceased's sister Martha, The hoay: 
ness of the risk and the fact that. but 
one premium had been paid, the policies 
having only, been issued two minths pre- 
viously, in November,. 1892 ,cansed the 
alleged accident to be investigated, but 
the management of the Mutual Life could 
find no grounds to warrant the withhold- 
ing of the money, and the $31,000 wae 
paid over to Miss Wells, who at that 
time was engaged to bo married to 
Harry P. Hyams. The Mutual Accident 
Association’ was not financially strong, 
and wound up business, after paying a 
portion of the risk. Here the matter 
rested for tho time being. 

Before coming to ‘Toronto Miss Wolls 
lived for several yours with an uncle, 
Uriah Jones, at Pickering villages Six 
months after young Wells’ death, Rich- 
ard Jonca two or three days before dy- 
ing told hi erelatives that he had had 
o vision in connection with the boy's 
death, inwhich he observed a man with 
ythe weight in his hand in the act of 
dropping it upon the boy’« head, As a 
reault of thia “ vision’ detectives were

possess. We find that they cross well 
with other breeds producing desirable 
animals for veal calves, cows, working 
cattle or beef. We find them remark- 
ably gentle, kind’anddocile, from their 
thorough domestication and close per- 
sonal contact with/owners as well as/at- 
tendants. 

As dairy cows, probably no better can 
be found, as the care .with which they 
have been bred in their native home, 
together with the’ fact that only the 
best have been imported to this coun 
itry, has givenusja:very superior class 
of cattle to begin. with. For a hundred 
years . Switzerland has been fa- 
mous for the production of its 
dairies. At the international cat- 
tle show of Paris, im ‘1878, 
every Swiss cow exhibited bore away a 

rizé. They competed with exhibits 
from Holland, England, Denmark and 
other famous cattle and milk countries. 
One of the first noticed facts learned by 
those who have visited these animals in 
their native home tvas tho * undér foed- 
ing,” as wo should'term it, of the dairy 
cow, They are fed grass and hay the 
year through almost without excep- 
tion. High feeding of grain. cotton- 
‘seed and ensilage is unknown: ; 

As milk and butter producing cows 
their record is very satisfactory, an 
ayerage of ten quarts of milk per day 
the year through being common. One 
dairy at Thalweil sells the milk from 
seventy-five cows, which furnish 700 
quarts daily, or about ten quarts each, 
year-in year-out. Another dairy of 
eighteen cows averages from twelve to 
fifteen quarts daily through the year, 
while during the summer months or 
whon fresh they produce twenty quarts 
or more. Mecordtnge to the 1875 report 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the highest average of 
milk received at the best dairies of New 
York reached 4,008 pounds for a high 
fed cow in the year—a difference in 
favor of Swiss cows, without extra food, 
of 1,307 pounds. 

The production of butter shows this 
milk to be uniformly rich, One cow 
holds the world’s record for the per cent. 
of butter fat in the milk, and another 
has made a record of 600 pounds of 
butter in a year, and has 2,000 pounds 
to her credit before she is six years old. 
In growing and feeding for beef this 
breed is remarkable for rapidity of de- 
velopment, 

These cattle, bred in a mountain 
region, and accustomed to grazo to the 
very limits of vegetation, have for 
generations been exposed to cold and 

storm until they have become capable 
of resisting these injurious effects and 
are hardy and ‘healthy. Tuberculosis 
is entirely unkown among them. We 
find in the report ofa Dairy for Infants 
in Dresden by Dr, Galibans, a statement 
with regard to the influoncés upon new- 
born children of artificial food, It is 
vory difficult to provide n good sub- 
stitute for mothers’ milk. He speaks of 
several proparations, but none of them 
will compare in general use with good 
animal milk, especially cows’ milk. He 
says: 

“In selecting cows for an infants’ 
cow stable we must/look for especially 
healthy cows, and an excellont quality 
of nailk, especially. adapted for the 
especial purpose, The healthiest breeds 
of cattle are the mountain breeds, And 
ahove and before all, wo name the solid 
colored Brown Swiss cattle as strong 
and thoroughly sound.”

‘and bore four three-eighth inch holes 
through the stick six inches apart and 
drive the fingers in and wedge them 
tight. Split out another tough piece 19 
inches long, three-quarters of an inch 
wide and one half inch thick, into which 
bore four gimlet holes six inches apart ; 
borea gimlet hole in cach finger six 
inches from the head piece and with 
four rivets Jong enough to reach 
through, fasten this piece securely to 
the fingers on tho outer side. 

For the handle, an old shovel handlo 
is the best thing as the crook makes the 
fork easy to use. Where the handle 
rests onion of the head piece it should be 
fastened witha little boltor a stout 
rivet; and where the end of the handle, 
which should be flattened goes under 
the other crosspioce it can be secured 
by a rivet, 'he bow to keop the bar- 
ley, otc., from sliding down the liandlé 
can be mado of a piece ‘of barrel Hoop, 

the ends of which are inserted into 4 
in holes bored in the head picce au 
braced from the handle by a pices of tho 
small round braces in thé cradlo. The 
head piece should also be braced by ono 
of the little round braces passing 
through tho handle. For gathering 
barley, loose oats, ote., I find this fork 
superior to a steel fork because it slips 
along 80 nicely and the fingers do not 
jab into the ground like steel tines, And 
itcomes bandy about tho barn nearly 
every day through the winter for carry- 
ing chaff, bedding, ete. 


A Gn Run Plow. 


The. valuo of » gauge on a plow to 
regulate tho depth at which tho plow 
shall run isso obvious that nothing need 
bo said in its favor, Tho cut shows an 
attachment for that purpose, A flat 
wheel out on tho beam is so arranged 
that it can bo raised or lowered by 
operating a lever on one of the handles, 
and, when set for any depth, “staying 
put.”

THE COW-TAIL HOLDER.

A PENALIY WORSE THAN DEATH. 


Bolgium Has a System of Reflued Tor~ 
ture That Killa in Three Years, 

Though the death penalty was prac- 
tically abolished in Belgium over thirty 
years ago, the punishment of those con- 
victed of capital crimes is #0 awful that 
none has yet been ablo to endure it 
more than three years. — Another curi- 
ous thing is that littl Belgium until 
recently had two public executioners, 
while but ono was sufficient for her 
yastor neighbor, France — Diebler, 
otherwise known as ‘Monsieur de 
Paris." The King of the Belgians re. 
cently ordered the retirement on a pen 
sion of 1,887 francs of the “executor of 
high works" (as ho is euphoniously 
termed), who was stationed at Liege 
The executioner at Brussels still holda 
his place 

Tho duties of public executioner in 
Belgium are singular, but not arduous 
The courts still continue to sentence 
mulefactors to death, but the guillotine 
has been replaced ‘by a scaffold, on 
Which is posted a copy of the sontency. 
Much ceremony is observed ia affixing 

document.’ A troop of gendarmos, 

with tholr imposing Fanos plumed 
with horsehair, is drawn up about tho 
place of execution, which thoy gravely 
guard with sabres drawn, while the red- 
robed oxecutioncr mounts tho steps,

But the condemned man might moro 
mercifully have perished by the axe or 
ropo. He is placed in a dungeon so 
constructed that from tho moment ho 
onters it bo will never hear the sound 
of human voices nor seo a living being.

RESPONSIBILITY OF OWNERS OF 
ANTMALS. 


The responsibility of owners of animals 
running at-large on highways in respect 
of damage done by them is not generally 
known, remarks the London Free Press. 
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Chapter 215, section 2, R. 8. O., distinotly

_ states that the owner or occupant of any 


and shall be fesponsible for any damage 
Fe eStaares done by any animal or animals 
under his charge and keeping, as though 
such animal or animals were his own prop- 


~ erty, and the owner of any animal not per- 


mitted to run at lange by the by-laws of the 
Thunicipality Shall be liable for any dama; 
OF course, all mnni- 
cipalities have lierd laws, whether they are 
~ cities, towns, incorporated villages or town- 
ships, and cattle, sheep, pigs and horses, 
are strictly forbidden to runat large. And 
to chock this trespassing on the public high- 
ways of all live stock, it is enacted that 
éyery municipality shall establish a pound, 
| wherein all animals may be shut up and 
detained for unlawfully running at large. 
The revised statut +s of Ontario beiring on 
the point haye mainly reference to the act- 
ual, or active damage done by live stock 
running at large, such as the destruction of 
crops and the general damage they might 
cause to property ac large. But there is 
another sense, a passive sense, in which the 
owners of animals are responsible for any 
damage done by their cattle being on the 
public highways.

‘Tho wind was strong from tho 
northsoast, and 9 fine snow, which it was 
hard to keep out of doors and windows, 
fell, and drifted about most of the night~ 
which was one of the most uncomfortable 
of the winter—and continued this morning. 
At noon the record was 2” below zero. 
Only once this month has the thermom- 
eter marked above zero, namely on the 4th, 
when it was 2 aboye. The record for the 
month, which is worth preserving for fur 
ther reference in future years, and to induce 
a nice cool feeling in swnmer time, is as 
follows : Ist, 12 below ; 2nd, zero ; 3rd, 13 
below ; 4th, 2 above ; 5th, 17 below; 6th, 
23 below ; 7th, 20 below ; 8th, 8 below. 
The railroads and stage routes will no 
doubt be greatly impeded should the storm 
continue into the night, as the drift is 
heavy and continuous, and the snow is so 
fine and packs so closely, that it is hard to 
deal with. 

As to the railways, the report is that the 
Madoc train got in about on time this 
morning. 

On the Grand Trunk, the morning mixed 
for the cast was cancelled, as also were all 
freight trains. The mail and express tr 
were oyer an hour late, and a plough was 
ahead clearing the track. The mixed from 
the east did not leave Kingston until 10:20. 
The train from the east due here at 5 p.m. 
is three hours late. 

The stage routes were very heavy and 
some of the roads were blocked, Up to 
2p. m. the Ameliasburg, Tweed and Ieee 
hoe stages had not arrived and were not 
oxpected to reach here to-day. The Tren- 
ton stage ran as usual.

An carnest and aggressive 
debater, a thorough administrator, a pra- 
dent m, gifted with a robust common 
sense, which he brought to bear e 
subject that came within his grusp—it is 
not surprisiig that he 1 the confidence of 
tis fellow-citizens, and came to be achief 
executive officerin local affairs, It would 
be tedions and uninteresting forthe imme- 
diate purposes of this sketch to follow closely 
the incidents and circumstances which led 
to} his first step into the wider sphere 
of national politics. The transition was 
gradual, natural and healthy. He won his 
spurs in humble capacities before aspiring 
higher. 

Tt was in 1863, however, that he first,at the 
earnest request of a party convention,

With 
the creation of this new department it was 
believed that nm man of particular ability 
and experience in commercial affairs was

stead. He quickly set himself to the task 
of promoting the export trade of the country, 
He made speeial inquiries into the 
foreign markets, particularly th 
did not absorb a large volume of Canadian 
products. Quite early in. these investig 
tions he became specially Interested 
Australia asa field for the extension of 
Canadian trade, and in 1893, following the 
establishment of the Canadian-Australinn 
line of steamships, in which he was the 
principal moving spirit, he visited the 
Antipodes. The direct result of that 
journey to the land of the Southern Cross 
was the Colonial Conference of June last 
one of the most important gatherings, 
considered from an Imperial standpoint, in 
history. Sir Macker Bowell was the 
originator and presiding genius of the 
conference, and however well he may have 
been known abroad up to that time, his 
nane now “me o& household word 
throughout the empire. The best judgment 
ofsome of the cleverest thinkers of our 
time is widely astray in that conference 
did not mark & very important epoch in the 
history of the colonies of Great Britain in 
their relationship to the parent state, 
Contempormneous with his appointment 
to the Department of Trade and Commerce 

Mackenzie Bowell was called to the 

lership of the Senate-—afte having 

presented North Hastings in the Commons 
‘oran unbroke lof 25 years. Than 
this no higher distinction could have been 
conferred pre him at that time. Heat 
once, with characteristic energy, gave his 
Whole heart and attention to fhe work of 
the Upper Chamber, and ithas been conced- 
ed by even his staunchest political opponents 
that he practical evolutionized the 
methods of that Legislature.

Mackenzie Bowell has all his life-time 
een a prominent Orangeman.

A great deal has been written of the 
Teyee of 101 descendants over which the

Dowager Duchess of Abercorn presided 50 | 


genially recently at Montagu House. 
The gathering was probably absolutely 
unique, for the venerable hostess has 
known no less than six Dukes of Bed- 
ford, the head of the great honse of Rus- 
sell being in turn her father, her brother, 
her two pophews: and her two great- 
nephews! Earl Russell and Lord Ampt- 
hill are both her great-nephews, while 
sho numbers among her lineal descend- 
ants the reigning Dukes of Abercorn and 
Marlborough, the future Dukes of Leeds 
and Buccleuch, the future Marquis of 
Lansdowne, the Barls of Durham and 
Litchfield and the future Barls of Win- 
terton and Mount Edgecombe. Several 
large photographs of the “march past 
were taken. 

The Dowager Duchess is the daughter 
of John, Duke of Bedford (1766-1838), by 
his second marriage, with the daughter of 
the Duke, and the famous Duchess of Gor- 
don, and is therefore half-sister to Lord 
John (Barl) Russell. There is a _refer- 
ence to the great beauty of Lady Louise 
Russell (when she was ao child of 12) in 
the recently published letters of Lady 
Granyilel. The Duchess was married in 
1882 to the late Duke (then Marquis) of 
Abercorn and she has always been a tres 
grande dame, and was for 50 years a 
prominent figure in the very best and 
most exclusive English society. The 
Duchess was a great fayorite at court 
(as also is her daughter, the Duchess of 
Buccleuch), and she decline? (for private 
reasons) the office of Mistress of tho 
Robes both in 1841 and 1852, the place 
being offered to her each time by tho 
especial command of the Queen, When 
Lady Abercorn refused in 1841, Sir Rob- 
ert Peel offered the post to the present 
Dowager Duchess of Buccleuch, who re- 
luctantly accepted it; and in 1852 Lord 
Derby ‘appointed the present Dowager 
Duchess of Atholl who has for nearly 50 
years been one of the Queen's most in- 
timate and trusted friends. Since tlic 
Honth of the Duke of Abercorn, in L885, 
the Duchess has resided at Coates Castle, 
a pretty place near Petworth, and sho 
is atill very active, ard bright and alort 
in conversation, Tho Queen and tho 
Prince and Princess of Wales sent hor 
most cordial congratulations last wook. 
—The London World.

observation Animals differ, and tho 
quantity of food that may natisfy tho

From the central station two power 
circuits of a total length of about six 
miles are operated, One of those fur 
nishes current fora grist mill, a farm 
anda dairy, Tho other circuit supplios 
two separate farms, At the grist mill, 
which is ordinarily run by water power, 
the motor is used only at such time of 
the vear when the water power is un:

The consumption of current for the 
dairy, when the centrifugal pump and 
counter shafting are running, amounts 
to 8 amperes. The girst mill takes 
about the same amount of current, while 
the threshing machine requires from 
10 to 16 amperes, according to the 
nature of the grain to be threshed. 

The two main circuits consist of two 
64 millimeter bare copper wires, sup- 
ported on glaas insulatorson poles. The 
pole line also carries a telephone circuit, 
which connects the central station with 
the different sub-stations, enabling them 

_to be in constant communication with 
each other. 

When, in the fall, the threshing is 
finished the motor cars are brought 
back to the farmyards and used for 
operating irrigation pumps. One of 
these movable motors is used during 
the winter for turnishing power for a 
brewery and distillery located near one 
of tho farms, 

The employment of electrical power 

work has several advantages 


over the use of portable steam engines. 
The motor cars are consideravly light- 
er and are easier to transport from one 
Place to another. There is no hauling 
of coal and water required, and no time 
is lost in firing up. It also reduces the 
danger of setting fire to grain stacks 
and barns, From an economical point 
of view the electric transinission has 
proved very satisfactory, as the genera- 
tor is located in the planing mill, the re- 
fuse from which reduces the coal bill. 
In this es where there are so 
many small coal mines, many of which 
are not large enough to be recognized 
as railroad shipping points, it is sug- 
gested that similar plants, not only for 
agricultural, but also for smaller indus- 
trial purposes, might prove practicable 
and profitable for the small manufac- 
turers and farmers of the surrounding 
district, as well as for the coal miner.

In M. do Giors has passed away a 
statesman whoso position for many 
years ag the chiof counsellor in foreign 
matters of the Czar of Russia gave him 
a unique influence on Europenn interna 
tional affairs. Fortunately for Europo, 
M. do Giers was devoted to a pacific 
policy, anditisas ono of tho trastees 
of tho world’s peace that ho will chicfly 
be remembered, His advancement was 
murtly due to his marriage to Princess 
Banta uzene, whose uncle, Princo 
Gertschakof, brought him into tho 
Chancellory as head of one of its most 
important departments, but was in tho 
main the natural result of his business 
capacity, tact and courtly manners 
Bor along time he was sceretary to 
Prince Gortschakoff, and ho succeeded 
him as Foreign Minister, His appoint: 
ment was tho outcome ot Aloxander 
ILI.'s desird to keep the forvign polley | 
of the empire ander his own control, 
which he could with difficulty have done 
had his new Foreign Minister been a 
man of a more obstinate and overbear- 
ing stamp, like Ignatioff or Schouvaloft 

The appointment, however, though 
sagacious, was not a popular one, and 
as time revealed the extent to which 
M, de Giers’ influence dominated the 
Czar, it constantly became less so, M, 
do Giers, who was a Swedish Finn by 
blood, was of Hebrew descent, and the 
haughty and disappointed cou rs at 
St. Petersburg used to sneer at him in 

rivate as ‘the Jew.” But with the 
Czar his position was unassailable. It 
is recorded that after the Penjdeh inci- 
dent De Giers tendered his resignation 
at a Council, but the Czar, in an excess 
of wrath, banged his fist on the table 
and cried; “We are not in a constitu- 
tional country, and you will remain in 
office as long as I require ydu."

M. de Giers was born in 1820 at Rad- 
zilwiloff, in Poland. He was th» son of 
Carl Giers, who had emigrated from 
Finland to Poland a contury 
ennobled by the Czar afte J 
service to the sta He was cilucated 
atthe Krasuye-Selo Lyceum. In 1844 
he was sent as couns Hor to the Russian 
Embassy at Constantinople ; in 1858, as 
Consul General to Ngypt; in 1858, Am- 
bassador to ‘Teheran; in 1857, to 
Switzerland, and in 1872 to Stockholm 
Tn 1875 he was called to St. Petersburg 
as assistant to Princo Gortschakoff, and 
in 1882 he was himself appointed Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, tie was thus 
described by one who knew him: “He 
isa slight, careworn looking man, with 
haggard eyes, thin hands and a nervous 
smile. Modest in demeanor, melancholy 
in mood and kind to a fault, he is liked 
but not feared by the officials and di 
matists of his department, who are ac- 
customed to find in him the greatest 
indulgence for all blunders of breaches 
of duty. ‘‘A gentle rebuke for failure,a 
shake of the head for excess of zeal, {s 
all they have to dread.” For some time 
past M. de Giers' health has been very 
frail, He has suffered greatly from 
asthma, anit has been generally be- 
lieved that his life could not be greatly 
prolonged, 


The Sultan Education

CONCLUDING REMAR

Let 
me now refer you fora moment to the 
Canadian evidence and let me explain 
to you first the method by which that 
evidence was taken down, Fach day, 
upon the conference with Mr. Blaine 
being concluded the Canadian Ministers 
wrote down a record of the day's pro-

* THE FRENCH SHORE ISSUE 


In view of the possible confederation of 
‘Newfoundland with the Dominion, the 
-Fronch shore question is one of great in 
portance to tho poople of Canada, Tho 
following article, contributed to the Lon 
don Free Press by Mr. John B. MoLea, 
will be found of much interest in this con 


nection ; 

Thore are two distinct Fronch fisheries, 
tho principal one on tho banks of Now 
foundland, tho other on tho so-called French 
shore. ‘The former is carried on from St. 
Piorre and Miquolon, which were ceded to 
Franco with certain conditions (the islands 
wore not to be fortified, and only « guard 
of 50 men (fifty) allowod as police.) ‘The 
banks aro on the “high seas,” and are tho 
common property of all nations. 

The troaty of Utrecht [1713] brietly pro- 
vides :— 4 £ 

1. The sovereignty of the island of Now- 

foundland is declared to be in Great Britain. 
*£°9.''The French are to bo allowed to catch 
fish and to dry them on land, on those parts 
of the coast and within cortain limits (now 
defined to be between Capo Ray and Capo 

St. John.) The rights of the Treaty of 

Utrecht were confirmed by the treaty of 

Versailles [1783], the coast limit only being 

altered, and under the treaty of peace [1814] 

—the war haying suspended the operations 

of the previous treaties—the French right 

of fishing was replaced upon the footing on 

which it stood in 1792. 

$. Tho Frenclfare not to erect any build- 
ings upon the qoast within the prescribed 
limits besides stages made of boards, and 
huts necessary and usual for the drying of 
fish, or to resort to the island beyond the 
time necessary for fishing and drying of fish. 

Tho Declaration of His Britannic Majesty 
attached to the treaty of Versailles, is 
ticularly relied on by the French as to the 
intention of the treaty : 

“The King haying entirely agreed 
His Most Christian Majesty upon the arti- 
cles of the definite treaty, will seek every 
means which shall not only ensure the exe- 
cution thereof, with his accustomed good 
faith and punctuality, but will, besides, on 
his part give all possible ellicacy to the Wen 
ciples which shall prevent even the least 
foundation of dispute for the future. To 
this ond, ind in order that the, fishermen 
of tho two hations may not give excuse for 
daily quarrels, His Britannic Majesty will 
take the most positive measures for prevent- 
ing his subjects from interrupting in any 
manner, by their,eompetition, the fishery 
of the French during the temporary exer- 
cise of it, which is granted to them upon the 
coasts of the Island of Newfoundland; but 
he will, for this purpose, cause the fixed 
settlements which shall be found there to 
be removed. His Britannic Majesty will} 
give orders thatthe Freuch fishermen bo | 
not incommoded in cutting the wood neces- 
sary for the rapair of their scaffolds, huts, 
and fishing vessels.” 

The Crown lawyers of England have de- 
clared that there is nothing in the treaties 
to prevent British subjects from taking | 
fish on that part of the coast at any place 
not actually occupied by French fishermen, 

rovided they do not disturb Frenchmen 
in their bona fide fishing operations. They 
algo contend they have a right to settle | 
on’ the land with some proviso, The |

Phe delay was due to a broken piston 
rod and to the terrific gales which have 
ewopt tho North Atlantic for the past 
week or more and brought disaster to 
pny a staunch craft. Capt. Baudelon 
and the officers aud crow of La Gascogue 
brought thership and pase ra through 
the gales and made port without help. 
From the time they left Havre, on Jan, 
until to-day, they spoke no trans- 
Atlantic steamer, and saw only a four- 
masted schooner, tho one which report- 
od at St. Pierre Miquelon as huving seen a 
large steamer off the banks apparently 
in distress last Saturday. 

The tug Dalzell, witb xrepresontatives 
of Tho Times, Tribune and Recorder on 
board, was the first tug to reach La 
Gascogne. Tho disabled stenmer had 
left Fire Island 20 miles astern, and was 
eight miles to the eastward of Sandy 
Hook lightship. It was 9.45 p.m. The 
big liner was limping into port at half- 
speed, with two big red lights os signals 
of distress at the foremast. The tug lay 
alongside half an hour, and the follow- 
ing story of the trip was obtained:

Mackay, an Englishman, who recently lost 
his life in an encounter with an African 
lion, the largest, most powerful and 
vicious of the feline kind, 

Dr. Mackay, who was an athlete and a 
fine sportsman, was left by the British 
ship Pioneer, of which he was surgeon, at 
a village near the southern end of Lake 

Yyassa on October 20th, Having learned 
that a herd of elephants was close at hand 
he decided to try for some ivory, and, ac- 
companied by two Makua boys carrying 
double eight-bore rifles, and his body ser- 
vant, a Zanzibari named Musa, carrying his 
double .577 gun, he set out for the interior. 
On the way he fell in with several Angoni 
natives, who went along with them, offering 
to guide them to the place where the ele- 
phants wore feeding, an offer which was 
gladly accepted. After three days of tramp- 
ing they came to a large pool surrounded 
by a thick jungle, and as they crashed 
through the brush a lion and lioness, who 
had been drinking, trotted away, the lion 
looking back over his shoulder. Dr, Mac-

The 
hunter, lying on his back, succeeded by a 
poworful kick in throwing the lion off for 
a moment and had his leg broken in 
doing it, hut that movement probably saved 
him from being killed then and there, for 
the faithful Musa, who had run back for 
one of the guns which the Makuas had 
| dropped when they took to the trees, now 
fired, hitting the lion in the’shoulder, 
|The lion, with a roar, charged the boy, 
who coolly waited ready for the second 
shot, but the lion fell before reaching him. 

“Musa,” called the Doctor, ‘my arm 
and leg ave broken. Bring me the gun,” 

Making a detour about the lion, who 
was slowly raising himself, the boy carried 
the gun to his master, but the wounded 
man could not hold it up. 






































“Sit down, Musa, and rest the gun on 
your shoulder,” ho said. 
Musa did as he was bid, although the 


lion was now on his feet and advancing 
upon them. If the shot failed to kill, 
both men were as good as dead, ‘The Doc- 
tor waited, and the lion advanced, Musa 
gat as stoady as arock, The rifle on his 
houlder did not even tremble, Abt length 
Dr. Mackay fired and tho lion fell dend.

London, Feb. 12,—The London Chamber 
of Commerce has iutervened in the copy

It commences with the state 
ment that copyright is now uniform 
throughout the whole of the British do 
minions, including Canada, aud that it 
is based on the following principles 
1, That a work shall bo first or simul 
ously published therein 
fhat copyright shall be indep

Of course the fact is overlooked that, 
although Cauada is o party the 
Berne convention, there is no legislation 
in operation for carrying out its re- 
quirements in the Dominion. The memo 
goes ou to state that Canada is asking 
the British Government to sanction ar- 
raugementa to take away copyright in 
Canada from all British authors but 
Canadian, How avyone who knows any- 
thing of the question can make such a 
statement it is difficult to believe, 

Then, 17 roasons are given to show 
some of the “injuries,” which, it is al- 
leged, the proposed Canadian legislation 
would inflict on British authors, but it 
is not pointed out that British authors 
could ayoid all the ‘injuries’ by tak- 
iug out copyright themaclyes in the 
terms of the contemplated act. Neither 
does it mention that under the exist- 
ing state of things publishing in Canada 
has become au industry of the past. 

One of the “injuries” the Canadian leg- 
islation would inflict on the poor British 
author is amusing “It would almout 
certainly destroy,” the circular states, 
“our present means of securing 
right in the United States of Americ 
It is not added that the legislat 
carried into effect, would stop tho im- 
portation of cheap American reprints of 
English works into Canada, Until British 
authors and publishers and those who 
are acting for them ore able to look 
at the matter from a somewhat broader 
standpoint than at present, there seems 
little hopo of a acttlement being arrived 
at which will satisfy them and at the 
same time be agreeable to the Canadian 
interests concerned, 

In tho present session of the Imperial 
Parliament, if it lasts for any time, Col- 
onial questions are likely to occupy con- 
siderable attention Thero is the report 
in’ the proceedings of the Ottawa confer- 
ence, which is sure to come up for dis-

cussion, and the Government will be 
urged to dofine their policy in regard to 
the recommendations of Lord Jer- 


sey, both on trade questions (involving 
the modification or abrogation of the 
Belgian aud German treatics, and the ox- 
tension of the act of 1873 to cnabla 
Australasia to muke commercial agree- 
mente with other portions of the em- 
pire); the steamship communication be- 
tween Australasia und Canada via 
Great Britain and cable communication 
between Canada und Australia. 

Then there are the affairs of Newfound- 
laud. Something must be done to im- 
prove the position of that unfortunate 
colony; and the difficulties with France 
about the west shore are also likely to 
come up again for settlement. There 
aro manyn African questions to be dis- 
posed of, and it is to be hoped that 
the present Parliament may be  dveked 
to consider some scheme, agreed to by 
the colonics themsel , for the folera- 
tion of Australasia.

|young Wright were together almost 

y evening in the week, and in thie 

Wella became intimate with every 
| member of the Wright family, by. whom 
he was well liked. It will be remembered 
that Wells had oversight of all repairs 
necessary in the warehouse whore he met 
his death. It becoming necessary to have 
new gas pipes through the entire place, 
Mr. Wright was employed to do the 
work. Several days were consumed in the 
completion pf these repairs, and having 
to pass through all parts of the building 
Mr. Wright gained a good kuowledge of 
the place. The work was finished about 























two weeks prior to the date of, Wella’ 
Zeath. The first intimation the Wright 
family had of the accident was a para- 
graph in a newspaper. 

When seen by a press reporter last 
evening Mr. Wright said ho had strong 
fuspicions of the affair from the mo- 
ment he first heard of it, and deter- 
mined at once to make an examination 
of the point in the elevator shaft where 
the accident was said to have taken 
place, This he did jn the presence of 
Harry P. Hyams, the day following 
that on which the unfortunate young 
man was buried. The weight which the 
Hyams brothers induced the authorities 
to believe inflicted the fatal blow waa 
about 5 inches in thickness, 14 in breadth 
and 2 feet deep, and ran within a box 
ono Inch larger cither way than the 
weight, on the outside of the elevator 
whaft, The body was found in the base- 
ment of the building, at the foot of the 
box in which the weight ascéiided and de- 
scended, with tho weight lying on the 











head, “If Willie Wella Was standing 
on his fect,” said Mr. Wright “as the 
Hyams people say he was, whon the 
weight fell, he could uot have been 


found in the position in which he was. 





If he was lookin up to sce the weight 
when it dropped the whole side of his 
face would have been cut off by the 


massive iron and the body would have 
fallen backward, If hé was even lying 
With his head on the floor directly at 
the foot of the box, and that weight 
fell from tho third story, as it~ must 
surely have done, if it fell at all, 
his head would have been crushed to a 
lly. More than this, thers was no 
way by which that weight could have 
become loosed from its fastenings to 
fall ns it did. I asked Mr. Hyams at 
tho time to explain to mo how the ac- 
cident occurred, but this he could not 
do, saying he could not tell just how 
it happened,”

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Those That Prove to be rho Bost Winter 
Bloomers, 


Few plants will flower freely in win- 
dows in the winter time,but those whose 
attractions are ornamental foliage are 
asinteresting in winter as any other 
time, Fuchsias, so often grown in win- 
dows, ought now to be at rest, and they 
may bo placed in thejopen air altogeth- 
er, Some keep them dry in winter 
and store them in cool sheds, but if the 
pots are plunged up to the rim in soil 
or ashes, the plant will remain healthy 
throughout the winter, and no fuchsia 
need be kept in the window all the 
winter under the impression that it must 
be there to preserve it. Geraniums of 
all sorts are less hardy, and will not 
bear exposure to trost or severe weather 
in winter. They may remain in the 
window. ifthe shoots are long and 
straggling on them they may be short- 
ened and the large leaves removed; 
only give them suflicient water at the 
root to keep the wood fresh and alr may 
be admitted freely to them, As thoy 
will now be benefited by a rest, 
no attempt should be made to get them 
to make new growth or bloom till the 
spring. 

Musk is now at rest and leafless. It 
is quite hardy, and the pots containing 
the roots should be REO out in the open 
air, and it will remain healthy there 
without any attention during the win 

window plants, of which 

aspidistra and india rubber plants 
may be taken as types, will remain 
showy all the winte: They may not 
form new leaves—indeed, it is better 
for them not to do so—but the foliage 
now composing the plant should con- 
tinue healthy. Give them, and other 
foliage plants, sufficient water to keep 
the soil always moist at the roots, but 
do not saturate them as if they were 
growing freely. Where much tire-heat 
is used in rooms, the plants may dry up 
at the roots rather quickly, and it will 
be necessary to sec to the watering of 
them daily. If the atmosphere ot the 
room is toodry and the leaves are in 

i to shrivel, place a saucer or plate 
under each pot and keep water always 
in it, when the evaporation will be most 
acceptable to the folinge. Foliage 
plants are also greatly bonefited in win 
ter by having the leay ponged fre 
quently, and kept perfectly clean and 
free from dust.

the fish is often literally blown to pieces 
and is found floating about in this con- 
dition. 

The Professor said that in the lower 
depths of the sea the quiet is so pro- 
found that in comparison with it the 
most barren deserts on the surface of 
the earth are scones of the greatest ac- 
tivity; for on the desert there are 
variation in wind and in temperature, 
and alternations of day and night, while 
in the great depths of the ocean there 
is no life, there are no currents, the 
temperature is uniformly 83° year in 
and year out, and night reigns perpetu- 
ally. The surface of the ocean is the 
poet's favorite metaphor for unrest, but 
there is nothing so quiet and changeless 
as its profoundest depths.

In reply to the assertion of Dr. Montague 
that protection did not increase the price of 
commodities to the consumers, Mr. 
Jen alluded to the effect that competition had 
had upon the price of binder twine. When 
that necessary article was the subject of a 
great combine, binder twine was sold to the 
farmers for twelve and thirteen cents a lb. 
but as soon as the Ontario Government and 
the Patrons of Industry entered the field, 
the price fell to eight cents. Were it not 
for the protective tariff, combination would 
not be possible.—From the speech of Mr, 
James McMullen, M.P. 
It is a common argument of the Lib 
erals to assert the protective system fosters 
combines, and that Free Trade would pre- 
vent them. Bnt rarely does a Liberal 
contradict himself, as Mr. McMullen has 
done. In the very breath in which he 
said that protection caused the binder 
twine combine, he declared that the On- 
tario Government and the Patrons had 
started competing factories, Did _pro- 
tection prevent that competition? Wore 
not the Government and the Patrons as 
free to start the manufacture of binder 
twine under protection as they would have 
been under Free Trade? And does not 
the protection they receive from the fac- 
tories of the United States enable them to 
sell more goods than they could if Canada's 
tariff permitted the United States manu- 
facturers to ship their product here ? 

The protective system does not pre- 
vent any enterprising capitalist or men 
with money starting a factory; on the con- 
trary, it protects them from the ruinous 
competition of the American factories, just 
as it has helped the Government and the 
Patrons. If Mr. MeMullen's random 
statement that protection iner the 
price to consumers were correct, then his 
friends of the Ontario Government would 
lie under the accusation of charging more 
for their product than is just. However, 
that may be left for him to settle with 
them. 

As a matter of fact, it is lack of enter 
prise on the part of moneyed men that has 
held Canada back.

BERLIN A SLUMLESS CITY. 


Its Streets Asphalted and Kept Clean 


Even in the Poorest Quarter 


A foreigner coming to Berlin will be 
impressed almost at once by the oxcel- 
lent streets, and further by the excep 
tional manner in which they are taken 
c of. Almost everywhore they are 
asphalted, even where they are nar- 
rowest, and not only in the middle of 
the city, but far out into the suburbs, 
This work has been done in the most 
substantial manner, This department 
of city affairs is intrusted to skilful offi 
cers, Who perform their duty according 
to the latest scientific principles. In 
the center of the city a large tract of 
street is now being torn up for new 
horse car tracks, and it is an instructive 
sight to see the fine scale upon which 
the work is done. The foundation is at 
least a foot in depth of the hardest pos- 
sible mixture of small stones and 
ment. Upon this, by means of imon- 
strous rollers and other machinery, is 
placed the asphalt, which is not more 
than balf an inch in thickness, but 
which on account of of the strong sub 
work, wears like the everlasti L 
It seldom needs repair, says The Phi 
delphia Telegraph; it does notrun away 
in hot weather and does not rut under 
the heaviest kind of traffic. This adds 
materially, of course. to the beauty of 
Berlin, and facilitates the work of 
cleansing the streets, another dopart 
ment of municipal adminstration which 
is attended to in the most effective man 
ner, Cleansers in uniform are constant- 
ly at work in all parts of the city, who 
with broom and brush heap up the 
fuse before the curbs, tobe hauled off to 
the city farms during the night, At in 
tervals cach day water carts are driven 
over the streets, and boys follow atter 
with squee which they propel by 
long handles washing every particle of 
filth away

Tanuing Sheep Skins, 

A writerin Tho New York Tribune 

ves the following directions for pre- 
yaring sheep skins for rugs, etc.: 

While still warm from the animal 
they should be thoroughly washed and 
salt well rubbed into the flesh side. 
After wringing the wool as dry as pos- 
sible, foldthe pelt together, wool side 
out, and plenty of salt, mixed with one- 
third its weight of alum, within, Let 
it lie thus in pickle for twodays. Then 
scrape the flesh side sever with a 
dull Knito removing every piece of fat 
or flesh. ‘Now stretch it tight, with 
nails driven through it into the inner 
side of the barn door, leaving the flesh 
side exposed. Treat it again to salt 
and let it hay ad dry two weeks, 
opening the door to expose it to the 
sun and closing it against dews and 
rain, After taking it down trim off all 
rough edges aud wash it in several 
suds, rinsing at last in clear, cold 
water. Wring it then as dry as pos- 
sible and rub powdered chalk into the 
flesh side while damp. When dry have 
it scoured harshly with dry sand and 
pulled and rubbed till soft and pliable. 
Whon obliged to cut the pelt use the 
knife on the skin side, But there are 
many uses for sheep skins besides those 
mentioned. Closely sheared it makes a 
soft and durable saddle cloth, chair 
bottom, warm insoles, shoes tor young 
children (wool inside), house slippers or 
foot coverings to go with rubber boots 
to ventilate the foot and prevent per- 





spiration, and, best of all, a foot bag for 
claerly and invalid folk troubled with 
cold extremities on retiring, Still 
further, it makes the warmest chest pro- 
tector knowa. This should reach below 
the stomach and hang even lower on the 
Ww 's back, which is even more sus- 
ceptible to cold than the chest. Tor 
shoe strings, thongs for lacing machine 
belts, harness collar and saddle pads, 
wagon cushions, ete., the sheepskin has 
a distinct mission, and farmers’ families 1 
who get accustomed to them would feel 
lost without them. For rags and robes 
it has no equal 
color and used with long or short fleece, 
Mats with deep fleece three inches wide 
around the edge and short wool center 
are Inxurious, Again, a combed fleece 
with a margin of short wool six inches 
wide is delightful. Such a rug should 
bu at least six to eight feet Yong and 
four feet broad. Nothing is s0 proof 
against cold in tho carriage and sleigh 
as fleece rugs and robes. 
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NEW LOG ROLLER. 


To do Away With Hand Windlasses and 
Similar Machinory. 


The illustration herewith refer to a 
new contrivance for loading logs on 
high-whevled trucks, which is intended 
to do away with the use of hand wind- 
lasses and similar machinery. The de- 
vico has been invented and patented 
by William Brough, Jr., of Warren, 
Tyler county, Tex. The general plan 
of the device according to The Scienti- 
fic American, may be readily under- 
stood from the illustration. In the cus 
presenting the two views, Figure 1 
shows the position of the device with 
the log raised in position for hauling 
and Figure 2 gives the side elevation of 
the truck showing the position before 
loading. The truck is provided with 
high wheels and a common form of 
wagon tongue, Directly over the axis 
of the wheels is a Soller or support 
which serves as a fulcrum for tho 
sweep, At the lower end of this sweep 
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NEW LOG SWEEP. 


is atlached the chain and grapple 
used in hoisting, At its upper 
end another chain is attached and 
this passes around a__ revolving 
wheel fastened to the top of the tongue, 
as shown in the illustration. The end 
of this chain is attached to a ring which 
slides along the tongue and may bo 
fastened to a clip at the end of tho 
tongue or yoke, Whon the devico is 
to be used the sweep is turned back and 
the grapple is made fast to the log to be 
raised. The team is then hitched to 
the end of the chain and driven forward, 
thus pulling the chain and moving the 
sweep, which in turn moves the roller, 
winds up the chain on the fulcrum, and 
raises the log into position for hauling. 
When the team has drawn the chain far 
enough to raise the log to tho desired 
beight, a pin is slipped through a link of 
the chain just in front of the wheel, 
which prevents it from slipping back, 
A rod may be used to operate the sweep 
in place of the chain, though the chain 
is generally found preferable, It will 
be secn that tho contrivance is exceed- 
ingly simple and durable.

Many decorators 
knew that oddities of form and color could not be used 
in marble halls and maidens’ boudoirs, but they 
did not have the independence to risk an open defi- 
ance of the prevalent style. They found a sort of 
refuge under “A Milk White Flag” of nonentity. 
The wall-paper manufacturers assumed the risk of 
putting colors into their papers for this season. The 
results are beautiful in the products and profitable to 
the consumer. Strong, rich colors are precisely what 
the people were waiting for; employed judiciously, 
they are precisely what they should have. This is an 
era of strong colors. It is also an era of good taste, 
It is the period of the golden mean between the 
eccentricities of the sunflower sensationalism, of 
riotous vulgarity, and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity. It is not only philosophic to use strong 
colors, but it is artistic, aesthetic, and delightful—the 
climax of all things true, good, and beautiful.

Stand For the Yard, 


A cheap and effective plant stand for 
the yard may be arranged to remain 
stationary. A stout cedar stake two or 
three inches in diamer should be driven 
into the ground so as to stand firmly. 
and of the required height. A small 
piece of board should be nailed across 
the top, and another piece a little larger 
nailed over this, in order to make a sub- 
stantial base ; and to this a cheese box 
may be nailed. | When it is time to set 
the plants in this, the box should be 
arranged with about an inch of drainage 
material and potted plants may be set on 
this if itisnot desirable to arrange them 
directly in the soil. Arrange the smalt 
pots so that the larger plants will be in 
the center with the smaller ones around 
them ; fillin with soil abont tha pots 
aud then cover the whole with the penr 
dent lichen which grows on our swamp 
codar or if those cannot be obtained 
with trailing plants to hang over the 
sides. A plant stand of this sort should 
bo arranged where it will be shaded 
during the hottest part of the day, as 
the soil in the pots will quickly dey out 
if exposed to the hot sun ani! dry winds. 
Such plants as gleechoma, alyssum, ivy. 
othonna, crassifolia, etc., will succeed 
finely if they are sct by merely pressing 
a handful of sphagnum around the base 
of the cutting and) pressing them into 
the spaces between the pots. The plants 
| will require frequent spraying and 
| plenty of water at their roots when in 
| this exposed condition. 





Rustic Hancing Baskets. 

Rustic hanging baskets may also be 
made from the various attractive 
branches, vines, bark, ete., collected 
during the rambles on pleasant days. 
In forming a hanging basket of ety de- 
sired shape do not made the mistake of 
having it too small or shallow, so that 
the plants cannot be fhoconiehiys water- 
ed, aud it will be well to supply some 
special provision for supplying the mois- 
| ture when forming the basket. Though 
| these baskets make the verandah very 
attractive when filled with blooming 
| plants in a thrifty condition, they are 
anything but pretty when hung in 


nositions. where the dry winds 
have a chance to absorb all the 
moisture until the planta become 


stunted and sickly. Even a daily water- 
ing often fails to secure the desired ra- 
sult, But ifthe following plan is tried 
there will be no difficulty about keep- 
ing the plants thrifty and full of bloom. 
| Taka a small tin can—a condensed milk 
can will be a good sizo—make several 
tiny holes in the bottom and sink the 
can in the hanging basket whero it will 
be concealed by the plants and vines, 
Keep this filled with water and allow 
it to slowly escape through the open= 
ings in the bottom, The daily watering 
or even once in every two or three 
days, will then be sufficient, and in- 
stead of a dry, baked soil, soon afterthe 
| water is supplied, it may be kept con- 
stantly moist. 





To Preserve Cut Flowers 
Lovers of flowers not rich enough to 
buy often have varlous ways of prolong- 
ing tho life and treshnoss of the fow 
thoy get. Violets may be kept fresh if 
kept in fresh water and covered over 
night with a tumbler, Most flowers will 
retain their freshnoss for several days if 
kopt over-night in the open air. Any- 
one possessed of those dolicate French 
clocks that have to be covered with a 
glass dome cannot do better than sell or 
pawn the clock, usually an object 
nolther use nor ornament, buy flowers 
from time to time with the proceeds and 
uso the glasadomo as a protector for the 
flowors at night, It will keep them 
fresh for days.—New York Sun,

in France, At the upper end of the vil- 
lage stood the magnificent basilica of 
St. Anne's, in which the miraculous 
statue is kept, the adoration of which is 
alleged to perform such wonders of cur- 
ing, The buildings which surround 
this great church and which belong to 
it aud where the priests live were also 
magnificient buildings. The bita 
tions of the town as compared with them 
were little more than hoyels, 

We had hardly alighted from the 
train when we were besieged by be 
gars. ‘Uhey were there in all manne 
and kinds ; the lame, the halt, the blind, 
the idiot, the maimed, the leprovs, the 
deaf, and the professional lnzzaroni, 
heal nd able to work, but wiwilling:

All along the 
way to the great new basilica, which 
asa place of worship has taken the 
place of the old church built in 1660, 
which stunds acroas the road, the beg- 
gars swarmed, gathering a rich harvest 
of coin from the good-natured crowd 
who had come to visit the shrine. 

“Why do not the beg go to the 
sbrino and get cured of their ailments?”

it, which they procured for a small sum 
of money from the man incharge. This | 
spring is one of the principal attractions | 
of Beaupre, and is said to @ntain cura- 
tive properties in the way of chalybeate 
and sulphur. 

Very near the spring stands the old 
chureht cted In 1660, in which the 
most precious relics are preserved. In 
itare to be seena real hand with a wrist 
of gol, in which is a casket covered 
with glass containing the wrist bone of 
Ste, Anne. Here are also to be seen 
pie of cloth and what is alleged to be 
a piece of the wall of the room where 
the Virgin Mary was born, There are 
also many other sacred relics of minor 
importance. 

While here we were told of many won- | 
derful cures that had becn wrought at } 
Ste, Anne's. The most marvelous tales | 
are told how the maimed, the blind, the 
deaf, the rheumatic, the insane, the con- 
sumptive, and in fact unfodunates suf- 
fering from all the ills human nature is | 
heir to, have been cured. People can 
be found who are willing to swear to | 
them, and there can be no doubt but 
that they believe what they say, yet we ,

carefully Lhe hogs are 
left to take care of themsslves, and to 
pick up a living in the forests all through 
year, but the hog-dogs are tenderly 
d for. 
As there are pickpockets and burg- 
in New York, and horse-thieves out 
st,so there are hog-thieves down 
here ; the only differencs is that acci- 
dent or surroundings have turned their 
attention to diflerent modes of stealing. 
All farmers are not hog-thieves, nor 
are all hunters engaged in trying to 
ma their neighbors’ young pigs, but 
in every neighborhood there are dis- 
reputable characters who increase their 
“hog claim" chiefly by this method. 
Sometimes the better class of owners 
retaliate by making up their own claims 
in raiding their thieving neighbor's 
flocks, In this way a quiet warfare goes 
on at all times, and to have a hog claim 
down here one must pay the price of 
cternal vigilance. The owner must be 
constantly on the move and watch to

A 
self-respecting hunter will then let 
them alone, but sometimes one of the 
hogs is shot to supply thé house wit 
fresh porks probably an hour later an- 
other hog-claim owner will start up the 

ame herd and give a second long 

chase. In the course of a day the bogs 
will have exercise cyough in this way 
to run off considerable flesh and add 
some tough muscular tissue to their 
limbs. In fact. the whole life of the 
porker is made up largely of this sort of 
wild life and the meat that is produced 
in the fall is anything put tender. If it 
were not for the fall crop of acorns, which 
tends to fatten the meat rapidly, the 
southern pork crop would be pretty poor 
stuff. As itis, the meat is used chiefly 
for home consumption and cven some 
of the local markets deal in western and 
eustern pork,

A Savory Chicken Vie. 
To make a nice savory chicken pot- 
»ie, take a medium-size fowl and cut it 
as for fricassing, put in a large stew 

1, cut a small onion in very thin 

os and put it in the pan with the 
chicken; scagon well with salt and 
three or four crushed pepper cor 
Cover with cold water and sot on # slow 
five. If the chicken is not fat add a 
lite sweet butter or a few slices of 
larding pork, Let tho chicken cook 
slowly till tender, then make the dum 
ings. ‘The following is Mra. Charles 
Rohde receipt for dumplings, which 
never get heavy: To one quart of 
sifted flour add three heaping teaspoons- 
fuls of baking powder and a half'n tea- 
spoonful of salt. Mix these ingredients 
well with the flour, add a heaping tea- 
spoonful of butter, which should be 
worked into the flour with the hands. 
When this is done and enongh ice cold 
water to make a very light dough. 
Fiour the pastry board, roll the dough

Professor Agnew tells of a case of an 
insane woman, in whose body was found 
aftor death a pair of suspenders, several 
skeins of silk, three spools of cotton and 
two roller bandages. 

Dr. Drewry, of the Virginia Luna- 
tic Asylum gives the particulars of a 
very extraordinary case. The lunatic 
was a large, robust looking colored wo- 
x years old, who for a long 
time had suffored from a disorder that 
led the doctor to susp¢ the presericoe 
of foreign substances in her body. As- 
tonishing as it may seem, a “job lot” 
of things weighing after having been 
taken out ninety-seven ounces, proved 
the correctness of the doctor's suspi- 
cions. 

It was a remarkable collection, in- 
deed, and embraced such delicacies as 
bits of stone, glass,slate, brick, buttons, 
fruit parings and clay. That the wo- 
man Rad swallowed them was proven 
by investigation. 


TOOTH BRUSH IN HER BODY. 


Dr. Hashimoto, Surgeon General of 
the Japanese anny, tells of a woman, 
forty-nine years old, who, in May, 
1872, accidentally swallowed a Japan- 
ese toothbrush. In March, 1873, an ab- 
cess formed in the st ch region, 
which finally burst, and from it extend- 
ed the pointed end of the brush. The 
physician after vainly attempting 
to extract the brush, contented him- 
self with cutting off the projecting por- 
tion, 

Although the opening healed after 
this, a disagreeable feeling continued 
Thirteen years later—in Auguist, 1856 
—the pain and swelling returned, and 
about two months later another abcess 
formed. On admission to the hospital in 
October, 1888, two openings were found 
in the stomach region, at the bottom of 
one of which ons probe came in contact 
with the foreign body, 

Finally, on November 19, 1888, the 
patient was put under the influence of 
ether, one of the openings was cnlarg 
ed and the brush extracted. Five weeks 
later the openings had all healed and 
the patient was restored to perfect 
health. 

Dr. John B. Tyler, of Kansas, Mo., 
relates a case of a man who, after aris- 
ing in the morning, blew his nose vio- 
lently, and to his horror his left eye 
popped out of the socket. With tho as- 
sistance of his wife it was immediately 
replaced and a bandage tied firmly 
over it. He thon saw Dr. Tyler, who 
found the upper lid much swollen and 
slightly discolored, but there was no 
hemorrhage

Tho Patrons of Industry in Ontario 
are demanding that the Government 
shall coass granting aid to railways 
This seoms rather remarkable since the 

! main plank in the policy of the Patrons 
of Industry in Manitoba is that Govern 
ment aid toa very lar amount shall 
9 given atonce to the Hudson Bay 
Railway in the interest of the farmers 
of that portion of the Dominion. It 
cannot be said that the Patron lodges of 
the Northwest are separate and distinct 
and have no connection with the Patron 
lodges of Ontario, since only the other 
day a Supreme Patron lodge was form- 
ed for the whole Dominion There is, 
therefore, this very fuuny spectacle 
presented: the Patrons of the west 
threaten to defeat the Government for 
not doing what the Patrons of the east 
threaten to defeat the Government for 
doing. There can be no doubt that the 
Patrons of the west have more sense, 
from a farmer’s standpoint, than 
the Patrons of tho east. The 
sums spent in railway aid in every 
province of the Dominion have done 
more to assist the farmers than any 
other class, The great problom of the 
present day, so far as agriculture is 
concerned, is, how to reach the markets 
of the world as cheaply as possible. Tho 
Canadian Government have endeavor- 
ed to solve this for the farmers 
of Canada by two methods. First, by 
aiding railways and thus bringing com- 
petition into the interior parts of the 
country, and second, by deepening the 
canals, which are the great competitor 
with the great railway lines to the sea- 
board. instead of condemning the 
Government for bonusing — railways 
every farmer who considers his inter- 
ests sensibly should be grateful for the 
railway development policy of the Con-

Glasgow alone, 40,000 man are idle and 
destitute, police are almost unable 
to cope with the great throngs of fam- 
ishing women and children who clamor 
for food at the soup kiteheas and other 
places where a partial supply is obtain- 
able, 

The starving multitudes in Liverpool 
fro even greater, and pitiful ecenes oc- 
cur daily at the places whore most in- 
adequate attempts are made to distri- 
bute small supplies of food, The Social- 
ists have opened a soup kitchen there, 
and a correspondent sends an account 
of a typical scone yeaterday.

The Canadian Innuits, 
DAILY NOR'-WESTER, WINNIPEG, FEB. 7. 


Adyance copies of volume twelve of 
ansactions of the Royal Society of 
Canada” are to hand, and it contains an 
able, exhaustive, and very interesting 
paper from His Honor Lieut. Governor 
Schultz on the Innuit of our Arctic coast, 
which throws much light on the habits 
and character of these peculiar Esquimaux 
people, and disposes the reader to form a 
higher opinion of the tic Canadian 
aborigines than has been hitherto general- 
ly entertained. We have not space to 
give many extracts from this very interest- 
ing paper, but the writer's opinion re- 
garding their origin and character is well 
worthy of careful perusal. Regarding 
these His Honor says : + 

Tn attempting to form my own opinion 
regarding this singular people, I have con- 
sulted the records of early and later in- 
tercourse with them within reach here, 
and in the foregoing having endeavored to 
give from these and from unwritten 
sources of informatin as faithful an ac- 
count of their habits, modes of life, reli- 
gious belief, etc., as was possible consider- 
ing their wide habitat and the contradic- 
tory statements often made in reference 
to them, and some of these accounts of 
them I have copied from the records of 
observers who seemed to me to have had a 
fair opportunity of being correct, and whose 
veracity I do not doubt, and from all these 
sources of information I am inclined to 
class the Innuit nation high even among 
the aborigines of Canada, high even among 
the aborigines of Ameri xcepting, of 
course, in constructive skill and some of 
the arts, the tribes of Aztec and Toltec 
stock. And it seems to me that no abori- 
ginal people have been, when first encoun- 
tered in early or more recent days, more 
misunderstood or traduced. T 
believed for time to be sun-worshippoi 
because when first emerging from their 
tents in morning they invariably looked to- 
wards that luminary to see what mists 
were likely to obscure the haunts of the 
seal and what clouds betokened a gathering 
storm or fair weather, They have been 
considered cowardly, though their life is 
one long war with the elements and where 
they constantly exercise in the pursuit of 
food a courage greater, indeed, than he 
who attacks the whale, walru: polar 
bear with modern implements of destruc- 
tion, and, when smarting under the sense 
of injustice and cruelty, they have, in times 
long ago, swept the Norsemen from the 
Greenlandic coasts, and in chance encoun- 
ters with the sub-Arctic Indian tribes, they 
are nearly always the victors. 

They have been set down as inveterate 
thieves, generally by those who under- 
rated the temptation to purloin a little of 
the white man’s stupendous aftiuence of 
that metal, the slightest bit of which in

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I pass by the ingenious arguments which 
would have us believe that man is the 
result of evolution; or that men of differ- 
ent colors were created as unworthy of a

PAINTING ROYALTY. 


The Artist Must be Diplomatic—Patnting 
the Prince 


The painter of royalties has a hard 
row to hoe. He has to be a diplomat as 
He has to get his painter's way, 
portrait ; but after how 
many a wearisome periphrasis and te- 
dious circumlocution ! nould he wish 
to alter the pose of a head, he has to 
signify as much to a lady-in waiting, 
who does it for him; the unceremon- 
fous touch of a mahistick, in which so 
many painters indulge, would land him 
in disgrace.

The speaker thought we should con- 
sider this question carefully before going 
into it. 

“The Care and Management of Dairy 
Cattle” was the next subject taken up by 
Mr. Raynor. Our success as dairymen 
depends on the kind of stock we keep, 
We have not paid enough attention to this 
question, The average cow in this pro 
vince does not produce over 3,000 Ibs, per 
season, While the better cows are giving 
7,000 to 8,000 Ibs. per season. He de- 
scribed his ideal of a profitable dairy cow, 
and he advised his audience to get cows as 
near that ideal as possible. To get this 
kind of a cow he advised the crossing the 
best common cows with a sire of one of 
the well-known milking strains. In speak- 
ing of the feeding of dairy cattle he said 
the best way was to mix some of the 
r grains with the finer, thus pro 
ducing the same effect as was obtained 
from feeding the finer grains at a much 
less cost. Mr, Yuill feeds his cows per 
day 30 lbs. of ensilage, 3 lbs. bran, he. 
oats, 2 lbs barley, 5 to 10 Ibs. of hay, 
Hay has fattening or milk producing 
qualities. Straw and ensilage have the 
heat producing qualities. Most farmers 
are feeding more grain than they require. 
Cows should be fed regularly twice a day.

Farming is the most neces 
sary vocation. ‘The day is past when the 
farmer can go out and tickle the soil witha 
hoe and make it produce a crop of 40 or 50 
bushels per acre. Farming requires more 
of the sciences than any other calling in 
life. Just as a doctor must be conversant 
with the conditions of his patient, so a 
farmer must be acquainted with the nature 
of the soil he tills. The farmer that suc 
ceeds must practice scientific farming. 
Farmers should use brains in their pursuits. 
What will farming give the young man for 
his well directed efforts? While farming 
is not productive of much wealth at present 
yet it will compare favorably with other 
p Only about 4 per cent. of 
business men are successful, but 
farmers can show a better record 
than that. If conduct the 
farm intelligently it gives more pr 
fit than any other vocation. Farmers have 
more leisure than those in any other call- 
ing in life. A farmer's success lies in the 
amount of capital he has invested and the 
way he backs up that capital. He spoke 
of the lack of proper litezature in the ma- 
jority of farmer's homes. What we want 
is pushers in farming. There is no other vo- 
cation that tends to build up a man physi 
cally, intellectually and morally as farming

A cow should be kept in a stable with 60° 
of heat, with od ventilation. Cows 
should have large quantities of salt, at 
least. two ounces per day. ‘Then they 
should have plenty of good wholesome 
water. 

R. J. Graham explained the cost of and 
benefits to be derived from becoming a 
member of the Farmers’ Institute, and he 
hoped all present would call on the Secre- 
tary and join the ‘association. He also 
hoped those present would try and induce 
their neighbors to come out to the Frank- 
ford meeting. 

In the discussion on the question of 
“winter dairying, and care of cows” which 
followed, Mr. R. J. Graham spoke at 
some length on the question of producing a 
fine quality of butter for the English mar- 
ket, as he considered the cheese industry 
was developed to its full extent at present. 
In regard to feeding cews in the winter he 
considered ensilage good feed, although he 
found it cost him far morethan it should 
have done. Winter milk had him 
about one cont per Ib., and at that rate he 
could not profitably make butter. 

Mr. Yuill gave his experience with a silo 
and some valuable hints on the making of 
ensilage, in a humorous speech. As. to 
production of milk in winter,acconting to a

Manganese, which is used in tho 
manufacture of steel, is found in an un- 
limited ABEREY in the same mountain 
range of Cuba from which the vast out- 
put of iron ore in that country comes. 
American enterprise has asserted itself 
there by capturing tho richest and most 
available mines. ‘These mines are now 
being connected with the seaboard by 
short line railroads. An American con- 
sulin Cuba states that during the last 
two vears the output of that product 
constantly increased. Immense amounts 
of manganese haye been discovered in 
the Caucasus mountains, between the 
Black and Capsian seas aud European 
capitalists claim that they willbe able 
to deliver itin Baltimore or Pittsburg 
at from $9to $9.60 per ton. Cuban 
manganese has been delivered in those 
places the past year at an average cost 
of about $15 per ton. With the rich de- 
posits recently discovered in Cuba, the 
completion of railroad connections with 
the coast and the addition of improved 
machinery now being put up, those in- 
terested in the Cuban mines confident- 
ly assert their ability to undersell the 
Europeans in the American markets, 
the decreased price of manganese will 
make available many Pennsylvania iron 
mines which it does not pay to work at 
present.

There are circles of different kinds 

1. The undenominational, apart from any 
church, in which general relief work is car- 
ried out, 

2, Denominational, in different churches, 
tho members of which aim to help their 
Pastor, and the members and adherents of 
their own church 

3. “Shut in” circles, composed of inva- 
lids who are unable actively to engage in 
relief work, but serve their King by le 
ing to suffer and be patient, in His name. 

4. Individual members, who are too busy 
to join a circle, and who serve the King as 
they have opportunity. 

Mrs. ‘Tilley gave’ illustrations of the 
different kinds of work being done by 
Jos in different places. In one place a 
cirle of young men meet prisoners as they 
come out of gaol, take them to a lodging 
house and help them find work. In 
another place a band of young boys seek 
to obtain promises from other boys not to 
smoke, drink or use bad langui snd 
secured 3000 such promises in one year. 
In another place some women procured a 
mangle for a laundress and thus helped 
hor toa living. The hospital work is a 
favorite field of operations for King’s 
Daughters, in some places the hospital 
itself being the result of their efforts. In 
Windsor a circle of four women in two 
years have raised $3100 to orect a home 
for poor children and are now about to 
build. Port Arthur is a great railway 
centre and there are many men brought 
there, the victims of severe accidenst. 
The circles raised money for an ambulance, 
which is complete in every respect, having 
cost $600, and they have esi tes a shelter 
for children and are taking care of four 
such waifs at pr it. 
The flower mission work taken up by 
numerous circles may seem to be a small 
way of doing good, but the flowers have 
gone as messengers of love to many homes 

haye brought 
lightand cheer, aud in some instances related 
were the means of changing the current of 
the life, which had gone into forbidden 
aths. 

Perhaps the most remarkable circle is 
that connected with Dr. Rainsford’s church 
in New York, It numbers 450, divided 
into smaller circles, who are all under the 
charge of a president. They meet in a 
large room, around which are smaller 
rooms with glass doors. ‘The small circles 
meet in these rooms, transact their busi- 
ness and at 9 p.m. come into the large 
room, where they consult together and form 
plans for the good of the parish. 
circles are largely composed of working 
girls, but the members of rich families 
mingle freely with them in this common 
work of uplifting humanity. It can be 
truly said that this is one place where the 
“rich and poor meet together and the 
Lord is the maker of them all.” These 
King's Daughters have an order of deacon- 
esses who do a great deal to help the clergy 
to get into the homes of the poor and the 
depraved, 

The Order is international. There are 
15 members working as missionaries in 
Japan, 2 in China, 1 in Turkey and 1 in 
Thibet, being the first white woman 
who has worked there In the 
North-West the order is very strong and 
the members have been: instrumental, not 
only in instituting Sunday Schools, 
even in having churches built so that 
sottlors may not be without the 
tion of the gospel.

WATER AND GAR, 


The Water and Gas Committe» reported 
that they had,in the interest of the rate ps 
ers, inspected the gas and electric lights of 
the city, and found 22 electric lights on the 
cast side of the river and eighteen on the 
west side, making in all forty lights. They 
found ninety-five gas lamps on the cast side 
of the river and thirteen on the west side, 
making a total of one hundred and eight in 
service.

They also 
found six gas lamps east of the river and 
four gas lamps and one electric light on 
the west side not burning. The Commit- 
teo recommended that the two gas lamps 
at St. Andrew's church be discontinued 
and the Gas Co, notified to that effect.

A Saloon In Chicago Where the Drinks 
are Non-Alcoholic, 


Ciucaao, Feb. 22,—Bishop Fallows, of 
the Reformed Episcopal Church, opened 
a unique place yesterday. It is called 
“The People’s Institute Home Saloon,” 
and it is designed to give men all the ac- 
commodations of a saloon without the 
alcoholic accompaniments. ‘There was a 
fine lunch, and four pretty waiter “girls 
were in attendance. Many old-time 
friends came in and greeted the Bishop 
warmly as he told them of the nutritive 
properties of the non-alcoholic beer which 
would flow from the spigots as soon as the 
pumps were properly fitted and connected. 
“It's a pure brewed extract of hops and 
malt,” he explained, ‘‘and while there is 
no alcohol in it, any beer drinker will de- 
clare it to be a good, bitter drink, and a 
close counterfeit of beer without any of 
the bad effects of alcoholic beer.

“Bully” Bradley, the colored porter, was 
sent down below to tap a keg and bring 
up a sample pitcher of the foaming bever- 
age.

A Canadian climber, the phystanthnsnl- 
bens, has recelyed the name of “ernel 
plant’ from its treatment of butterflics.

There will be many guesses, says the 
New York Critic, as to the amount of 
money that has gone to the making of 
Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt's city house, 
which has just been doubled or trebled 
in size; but close though some of these 
guesses may be, the exact figures will 
never be disclosed. It is enough to 
know—if anything needs to be known— 
that many a mun correctly rated as a 
millionaire would find himself impover- 
ished, if obliged to pay the expense its 
eplargement has involved. What makes 
the building of interest to New-Yorkers 
is not its cost, but its merit from au 
architectural point of view. It might 
be (as it actually is) the Jargest dwell- 
ing-house occupied by asingle family 
in the City of New York, without 
justifying the reproduction in 
these columes of the picture which ap- 
pean in a recent issue of The New 

York Times, Being so large and so con- 
spicuously placed, it is a source of re- 
joicing to all who take pride in the 
uppearance of the city that it is also one 
of the handsomest houses in America, 

The house which Mr. Vanderbilt has 
occupied for the past 10 years, aud of 
which the present structure 1s an en- 
largement, stands at the northwest cor- 
ner of 5th Avenue and 67th Street, The 
scheme of an extension necessitated the 
removal of the five houses next above it 
on the avenue, As reconstructel, it is 
125 feet square and four stories high, 
and resembles a wing of the Ciateau do 
Blois.

New Scource of Electric Power. 


The enormous power that can bs 
drawn upon for transmission purpose- 
from the Niagara Falls will be undere 
stood when it is known that the weight 
of water which passes over these falls is 
equivalent to the production of 7,000,000 
horse power per hour, 50 that by elec- 
trical transmission a great part of this 

power required for the industries of 

North America could be supplied from 

the falls, One of the most interesting 
examples of electrical transmission of 
power is that of Tivoli, near Rome; 
nere the antique and modern engineers 
jon hands. The water delivered from 
‘the old Roman acqueducts at Tivoli 
drives very powerful turbines and an 
electric generating plant, and the en- 
ergy generated is transmitted by 
four copper cables to tho city of 
Rome, some nineteen miles away, 
where it is distributed for lighting and 
power purposes, The water brought 
By those triumphs of Roman engineer- 
ing thus serving as a means of lighting 
the superb monuments of the genius of 
tho old Roman artist-architects. 

On the Transvaal, South Africa elec- 
tric power distribution projects are 
either im hand or under consideration 
for driving gold mining machinery 
with the power of waterfalls miles away 
from the modern El Dorado, on the 
Banket gold mining flelds of the Randt, 
Projects are being developed for utiliz- 
ing the waterfalls of Finland for sup- 
plying clectric power and light energy 
for tho Russian capital.—The Nino-

Immediately south of the bounds 
the United States Government during 
the same period have found it necessary 
to maintain a large military force, at 
times numbering between 8,000 aud 
4,000 troops, to keep their Indians in 
subjection. 

The difference between the general 
administration of justice on the res 
tive sides of the international boundary 
line is a matter of comment by those who 
haye had experience of both. Abolish 
the Mounted Police and the troublesome 
element will soon appear on the Cana- 
dian side, 

The policy of the presont Govern- 
ment is the wise one, ¥ to maintain 
the police as long as nesssary, but to 
reduce the cost aud lesson the force year 
hy year till they are necessary no 
longer.

“American as arule are very fond 
of precious stones, and I should say 
that there are more in this country 
according to the population than any- 
whore in the world. Tho importation 
of diamonds, rubies, sapphires, and 
othor gems hasconsequently becnavery 
lucrative business for many years. The 
value of these stones in the country 
to-day, mostly imported, I should roug! 
ly estiinate to be not less than $500,000, 

0, Wehave so long depended upon 
other countries to supply us with pre- 
cious minerals that little attention has 
been given to the home mines. The 
miners here have been wrapped in 
their explorations for gold, sliver, iron, 
coal oil, and such products that they — 
have not had time to think of other 
things. But the promise of a future 
shortening of the supply ofall the Jead- — 
ing gems has made dealers look around 
for otlier sources. 

“Another thing that attrated our at 
tention was the wonderful supply of 
rare minerals found in the Appalachian 
system of mountains. Not only gold, 
Dut genuine sapphires and scores of 
other stones have been found in these 
mountains. At the Corundum Hill over 
100 beautiful sayphires have been dis- — 
covered accidentally while mining for 
other products. ‘These stones have solid 
for trom $50 to $100 and upwar In 
the same state, in ‘Alexandria County 
beautiful specimens of the emerald 
haye been found, both the aqua maring 
and yellow beryl. There are now sev- 
eral emerald and hiddenite mines wor! 
ed in that place, but only on a small 
scale, and chietly to supply institutions 
with rough specimens. Novertholess, 
from $10,000 to $20,000 worth of these 
stones ha on sold from these mines 
in the p years, Splendid garnets 
and a few diamonds have also been ox= 
cayated from these North Carolina min: 
eral fields and after an exhaustive exa- 
mination of the ground, the conclusion 
has been reached that, belore long start- 
ling disclosures of precious stones will 
be mado in the Appalachian mountains, 
We may yet have a South African dia- 
mond field at our door, 

‘Other parts of the South liayo also 
been found to contain precious stones. 
True beryls and garnots of considerable 
value have been located in Virginia, 
and there are several well defined dis- 
tricts where small specimens of din- 
monds have been found in Georgia.

The farmer 
no longer throws out the hay or the fod- 
der into racks in the yard or in heaps 
on the ground and leayes a large hart 
of them to be trampled under foot for 
manur It is no longer the caso that 
the cows are dried off late in the sum- 
mer because there is no sale for dairy 
products in the wintor; but in most 
cases it isnow the practice to make this 
season the most productive of any in 
the year, and in most cases, in fact, the 
only part of the year in which the dairy 
products can be made with much prof 
We no longer build barns of heavy 
timber, nor high, but on the contr 
they are made of the lightest frames 
and spread over a lager space of ground. 
The whole valuable property of the far- 
mer is no longer crowded in one build- 
ing, the animals below and the feed 
above, thus placing all this property in 
the most risky condition in case of firo, 
and making it impossible to save any- 
thing. And the extensive use of the 
silo, too, has had some effect in making 
this change, 80 too has the much less- 
ened culture of grain for sale, and the 
substitution of cattle or sheep feeding, 
aud mest of all the extension of the 
dairy business. Thus instead of the 
single building we have several, all con- 
nected ina convenient manner on the 
plan of the diagram shown here. 

A is the main barn, b b—tho silos, or 
if none is used they are feed rooms in 
which the fodder is prepared for distri- 
bution to the animals in the stables, one 
of which is under the main barn and tho 
othersatec. There is connection all 
around from the upper barn by stair- 
Ways to thostables and from one of these 
to the other so that the men employed 
Work to the greatest advantage, and 
with the least expenditure of time and 
labor, The plan thus given, in rough, 
may be arranged to suit all purposes by 
such modifications as may seem suitable, 
The connections between the different 
parts are made for general convenience, 
and it will be desirable to have these 
connections of the upper part with the 
lower, by stairways, as well as by sliutes 
through which the fodder may be sent 
down into the feeding alley below. 

Th this arrangement it is desirable to 
Separate the different kinds of stock, 
still keeping the whole as nearly togeth- 
or as regards tho’ feeding and caro of 
them nasimay be. This is an important 
part of the arrangement, but under this 
general plan there will be no difficulty, 
whilo at tho samo time every facility is 
given for casy communication between 
the different stables. The two sections 
marked B may be used for root cellars 
or feeding rooms, ifnot used for silos, 
And it may be said just here that there 
ig very little difference between these 






















































two modes of feeding the live stock. If

The Fishorics Departmout has just re- 
ceived jnaformation of the success of 
tho efforts made to exploit the 
deep sea fisheries of British Columbia. 
It was only in November jast that the 
Victoria Fishing and Trading Company, 
for the first timo, sent ita vessel, the 
Thistle, to the fishing grounds of Queen 
Charlotte Islands, Since then sho has 
made six trips, with satisfactory results, 
the total catch amounting to 520,000 
pounds of halibut. On the last trip the 
Thistle, in one day, secured hor entire 
cargo, weighing 120,000 pounds. Tho 
fish is shipped east, either from Vaucou- 











yer or Tacoma, It is evident from the 
splendid results of this venture that 
there are vast fishery resources of 
Canada still practically untouched. 








Rey. Father Lacombe, the well-known 
missionary of the Northwest, has ar- 
rived here to invoke aid from the Gov- 
ernment for the halfbreeds of the North- 
west.

London, Feb. 25, — The phenomenally

most parts of the country. ‘Traffic on

The large fields of ice going down 
the river on the tide presented a novel 
sight to thousands of Londoners, and 
bridges spanuing the river were {requent~ 
ly thronged with people who stood for 
a long time watching the spectacle.

MOQUI INDIAN MAGICIANS, 


A Onbinet Trick That Would Set Pale- 
face Conjarors Dizzy. 


Paleface sleight of-hand performers 
and fakirs would do well to go west and 
learn the true art from the Moqui In- 
dians of the southwest—in New Mexico, 
A pale-face is not permittea, however, 
to witness these ‘‘religious tests," un- 
less he has first renounced civilization 
and become what is known among 
frontiersmen as a “‘squaw man’—that 
is, « white man married with an Indian 
woman, 

Thisis the original cabinct trick : The 
select audience of worshippers is ‘‘dis- 
covered” in the estufa (church) seated 
on the ground ; all lights down. Enter 
into tbo open space several men, who 
move around inacircle to a solemn 
cbhantto a drum accompaniment. An 
Indian drum is a vessel partly filled 
with water, with a hide stretched over 
the top, The scene is weird and the au- 
dience is as quict 1s a spook séance, 
Presently thero is heard a rustling of 
pirions and feathers and the hooting ot 
an owl-a bird of ill-omen to the Indian, 
The audience become terrifled, and fre- 
Gene the squaws make a hasty exit. 
Then the noise becomes fainter and 
fainter still, as if the bird is making his 
exit through the flies or tule roof. 
Torches are brought in bythe super- 
numeraries and presto, chan 

Lights down again and asimilar noise 
is heard, The birds seem to be'flying all 
over the room. The lights are again 
brought in and the illusion shown. Fin- 
ally the medicine man squats down in 
the open space, cross-legged like a Turk, 
Ono man holds him by the knees, an- 
other by the arms, The lights are turn- 
ed down or taken out. There is a rustl- 
ing of feathers anc pintons and au ap 
parent struggle. ‘Che lights are called 
for aud the medicine man is not discoy- 
ered. The men who attempted to hold 
him in this cabinet position are the most 
mystified and cannot tell whether he 
went out through tho barred door or the 
roof, 

The performance concluded with a 
lightning and thunder scoue. Thunder 
reverberates through the room, and 
flashes of light, zig-zag and horizontal 
lines, play ovor tho heads of the audi- 
tors, almost blinding them. Sometimes 
tho room is so lighted with these flashes 
that the auditors’ faces are apparent to 
cach other and they plainly see the 
medicine man in tho open space, with 
no stage paraphernalia whatever, no 

eves or boxcs and almost as 
nude as a living pietu This wouder- 
ful tagle “trick 18 performed ina room 
holding only about filty pox ple, who are 
seated around the shaman, or medicine 
man, Ho isin tho center ofan open 
Space ten foet square and he has nota 
table,chair or any “property” whatover, 
He has notevena “moustache to de 
ceive you.” 

The Shamen claim that these extra- 
ordinary powers are given to them 
through their fasting and pray 
They fast and pray threo days’ and 
nights before oach performance, which 
however, is only two or three time sdur- 
ing a season like grand opera. They 
do not charge for admi sion, claiming 
that it would be sacriligious Jto do so, 
and that they would lose their powers. 
But after thé performance the mystitled 
and superstitious auditors hoap upon 
the shaman all kinds of presents, which, 
of course, he acc epts, just as a primma 
donna does a diamond’ ring.—Philadel- |

Sneezing itself is a reflex nervous ac- 
tion, and is brought about by mechant- 
cal irritation to the ends of the nerve 
fibres, which occur In the tissues of the 
nose, When this irritation occurs, 
whether it Is due to a foreign body or 
change of temperature affectuu> the 
tissues of the nose, a nerve impulse is 
transmitted to the brain, and certain 
nerve centres in the medulla oblongata 
are affected; this results in certain Im- 
pulses being transmitted along the 
nerves to the muscles controlling re- 
spiration. By this means the egress of 
air during the expiration is delayed, 
and the various exits are closed. When 
the pressure, however, reaches a limit 
the exits are forced open, ‘‘a powerful 
blast of air is expelled, and the patient 
sneezes."—London Daily News, 


The First Parish Pricet. 


It Is to be remembered that, as in th 
Apostolic age, the work of converting 
the world started from the great towns, 
so was this emphatically the case In 
Gaul, How early or how late the prac- 
tice became general of calling the coun- 
try cure the parish and the Episcopal 
see the diocese, I have never been able 
to discover, As early as the fourth 
century we find mention of country 
churches with lands belonging to them, 
and in the next century the numbers 
of these foundations so much increased 
that Sidonius (A.D. 430-485) mentions a 
visitation he made of the rural churches 
in his diocese (Auvergne), and we notice 
that by this time these settlements are 
sometimes called parochiae and some- 
times dioceses. 

Later on, Gregory of Tours (A;D. 539- 
593) more often calls the country cures 
dioceses and the Episcopal see the pa- 
rochia, But, call them what you will, 
we are fairly well instructed as to the 
manner in which the country parishes 
(as we call them now) rose up in Gaul; 
and I have a suspicion that what was 
true in Gaul was true, mutatis mutan- 
dis, of Britain. I have a suspicion that 
if we had for British history anything 
approaching to that wealth of original 
sources which we have for carly French 
history during the first five or six cen- 
turies of our era, we should havé evi- 
dence that some—perhaps many—of our 
English parishes existed as eccleslastic- 
al parishes with pretty much the same 
boundaries as they have to-day, and are 
survivals of a condition of affairs an- 
terior to the Saxon conquest,—The 
Nineteenth Century. 


In the Evgtish Courts. 


The inequalities of sentence in the 
English criminal courts are strongly 
criticized in the English law journals. 
The Law Times, the most influential of 
the English law periodicals, is publish- 
ing a series of articles on the criminal 
law and its administration, and in a re- 
cent number gives the opinions of Jus- 
tice Hawkins, the best-known criminal 
judge of the country. He belleves that 
great care should be taken in consider- 
ing the past history and the surround- 
ings of each prisoner before sentence is 
pronounced. Though he has the reputa- 
tion of being a severe judge, he ts 
strongly opposed to flogging, and never 
imposes a sentence in which that is a 
part of the punishment. Some of the 
Judges approve the lash as a means of 
punishing criminals accused of acts of 
violence, but most of the judges be- 
Neve that it has little efficacy. He says 
of the duty of a judge administering the 
criminal law > Let him consider well 
before passing sentence upon a prison- 
er. Let him consider the nature of the 
offence committed, the Injury to indi- 
viduals and society resulting from the 
offence, and then, with even justice, 
having a regard to all surrounding clr- 
cumstances and the previous history of 
the criminal, firmly but humanely put 

force the power with which the coun- 

intrusts him for the protection and 
the welfare of the crfminal.—New York

A farmer of a neighboring constituency 
writes to a prominent farmer, residing not 
many miles from this city, asking what he 
should do in the coming elections. The 
following is the reply 





, Feb, 18th, 1805. 

Dean You have asked me what you 
should do in the coming election contest 
whether you should support the Patron, the 
Grit, or the supporter of the present Govern 
ment. You are aware, that I am nota 
politician, and seldom take an active 
part in an election, but, I am a farmer, a 
Canadian, and a loyal British subject.

The 
results are beautiful in the products and profitable to 
the consumer, Strong, rich colors are precisely what 
the people were waiting for ; employed judiciously, 
they are precisely what they should have. ‘This is an 
era of strong colors. It is also an era of good taste. 
It is the period of the golden mean between the 
eccentricities of the sunflower sensationalism, of 
riotous vulgarity, and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity It is not only philosophic to use strong 
colors, but it is artistic, esthetic, and delightful—the

The Council went into Committee of the 
Whole on Reports, Ald. Falkiner in the 
chair. 

Ald. Clarke wanted the ruling the 
Mayor on the point as to whether the re- 
port of the Executive Committee recom- 
mending the building of Front St. sewer 
from Hotel st. to McMahon livety super- 
ceded the report of the Special Committee 
on sewerage.

The various accounts recommended by 
the Executive Committee were passed 
without discussion. 

Ten-twelfths of the license! paid by the 
Hotel Quinte for this year was refunded, 

Tt was decided to call a public meeting 
Beis the holding of a summer carni- 
val. 

‘The Special Sewerage Committee recom- 
mended that Front St. sewer be built from 
Hotel St, to the upper bridge and the 
Executive recommended that it only be 
built from Hotel St. to McMahon's livery. 

At the suggestion of Ald. Falkiner, Ald. 
Yeomans moved that the matter be refer- 
red back to both committees jointly and 
tenders be asked in the meantime for the 
work recommended by both committees 
by the Public Works Committee. 

Ald, Clarke said the question might as 
woll be settled at once as later on. It was 
whether the sewer should be built from 
Hotel St. to McMahon's livery or the upper 
bridge. He read an extract from the con- 
tract with the Street Railway Company 
showing that tho city could not interfere 
with road-bed of company without furnish- 
ing them some other route, and this would 
be expensive. Another argument used 
against the building of the sewer through 
to the bridge was that there was already a 
sewer from tho livery stable to the bric ge, 
but as thisUrain emptied into a racoway 
and was carried behind the business por- 
tion of the city it was not sanitary, He 
contended that the city needed a system 
of sewerage, and that the present outlet of 
Bridge St. sewer could not be utilized for 
such system. 

The outlet was the most important part 
of the question and he argued that the bay 
was the proper ‘place to deposit such 
sewerage. Calculating on the amount of 
ter that flowed into the bay froin the 
ors ‘Trent and, Moira the city sewerage 
would only form one part in 2875 of water. 
The sewer from Hotel St. to the upper 
bridge, according to his figuring, would 
cost $2565. We have been told that we 
have about $8,000 available for permanent 
improvement and it would be taken out of 
this amount,

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Ald. Starling thought the sooner the 
sewer was built the better, now that the 
street railway was to be built, 'The sewer 
should be built from Hotel st. through to 
the bridge, so that water could be obtained 
from the river for flushing purposes. 

Ald. Landenberger did not believe in 
this work being done piece-meal. He 
favored the sewer boing built clear through 
from Hotel st. to the bridge. But he did 
not think the present taxpayers should be 
burdened with the cost of it. We have 
plenty to do with our surplus money. He 
would raise the money by debentures and 
thus make the future genoration pay thoir 
shore for the improvement, 

Ald. Falkiner said if the proposed 
sower was built and sewage allowed to run 
out at the lower bridge you will have one

THE DEAF AND DUMB. 





Some Facts From tho Inspector's Report 
Upon the Inetitutior. 





We haye received a copy of the twenty- 
fourth annual report of Dr, Chamberlain, 
Inspector of Prisons and Public Charities, 
upon the Insticution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, for the year ending 39th Septem- 
ber, 1894. In his report the Inspector 
5: 

“During the past official year there were 
295 pupils in attendance, 158 males and 137 
females, ‘Tho cost per pupil for mainten- 
ance for the same period was $176.29, as 
compared with $176.11 for the previous 
year. 

















‘rom the information I have obtained 
from the officers and teachers of the Belle- 
ville institution as well as from others who 
have been long engaged in the education of 
the deaf and dumb in other institutions, I 
am of the opinion that the number of pupils 
assigned to each class at Belleville is too 
large vo enable the teachers to do that 
justice to them that it is our duty to afford. 
There ought not to be over twelve pupils 
to a class, and Tam pleased to note that 
the Superintendent in his report has 
gone very oxhaustively into the reasons 
why there should not be large classes. I 
am-algo.of the.opiuion. that-the term. of 
seven years for educating a deaf mute is 
too short and that it should be extended 
to ten years,in thé discretion of the Inspec- 
tor’and the recommendation of the Super- 
intendent.” 

Superintendent Mathison, in his report, 
urges strongly a reduction in the number 
of pu in cach class and an extension 
of the school time limit, in which he is 
strongly backed by the teachers. He also 
refers at length to the convention of gradu- 
ates which was held last year and gives a 
comprehensive reference to the various 
departments of the institution and the in- 
dustries in connection with it, and thanks 
the officers and teachers for their willing 
co-opera’ and the Inspector for his kind- 
ly interests and prompt attention to mat- 
ters concerning the welfare of the institu- 
tion. 

‘The nationality of the pupils’ parents 
was as follows; Canada, 194; Ireland, 
17 ; Scotland, 19; England, 2. ermany, 
8 ; unknown, 30. Hastings County sent 
13 males and 8 females. 

The youngest pupil was 7 years old and 
the eldest was 25.

Improving the Saw, 

Most saws are like pattern, Fig. 1. 
The rakes at the onds of the saw being 
double, much labor is lost by the inner 
part of the rakes moving the dust part 
way through the log at the latter part 
of the stroke, where it has to be remov- 
ed again at tbe next stroke of the saw.

MR. HECTOR'S LAST LECTURES. 


















Rominiscences of the Great American 
War and His Own “ Bravery.” 


A large crowd greeted Mr. Hector in 
Bridge st. Methodist church last evening, 
when he lectured on the subject of his 
“Thrilling reminiscences of the American 
civil war.” At8 o'clock the speaker ap- 
yeared and the audience roso and sang a 
Rea! after which Rey, Mr: George offered 
up & prayer. 

On rising to speak Mr. Hector said he 
loved Canada because it was Canada that 
helped to free the slaves of the Southern 
States, In regard to his carly life ho 
stated that his father and mother were 
slaves at Harper's Ferry, He was born in 
Windsor, Ont., after his father and mo- 
ther fled from slayery.. Ho spent the first 
fow years of his life on a cattle ranch in 
the west until the war, when Col. Stewart, 
of Illinois, took him as a servant and 
nicknamed him ‘‘ Katables.” 

He gave ao thrilling description of 
the field of battle and told how 
the Union soldiers used to tell him that 
the enemy were giants and monsters and 
when the enemy's lines advanced on them 
he thought they were a new regiment, but 
when the battle came he learned the differ- 
ence and always kept clear of « grey coat. 
He related how he got in a dangerous 
pase between the lines, how the shells 
hissed and screamed from the batteries of 
both armies over his head and ploughed 
up the earth around him. He got behind 
atree to keep from getting hit with the 
bullets, when he was told to run and he 
said it seemed to him as if the whole rebel 
army was after him. He went but a short 
distance when he was shot in the side with 
seven pieces of lead froma shot gun, two 
of which wore there yet. 

He remembered plainly then how his 
mother used to pray for 1, 80 he got 
down on his knees and prayed. After run- 
ning for miles he saw that his feet were

torrific ; some prayed, some cursed, while 
others called for water and friends, He 
enlisted in the 14th Rhode Island regi- 
ment, which was the first colored regiment 
that took part in the war; they received 
an ovation of bricks on entering New 
Orleans and he was shot in the head. He 
gave a humorous description of his first 
fight with the enemy, who outnumbered 
them three to one, in front and the river 
behind; he could not swim. Ho was 
wounded at the battle of Port Hudson be- 
cause there were no trees to get behind. 
He concluded by stating that the United 
States did not treat the colored race justly 
by not educating them; regiments had been 
turned out to stop the strikers from burn- 
ing cars, but not so for burning negroes ; 
the liquor traffic is the curse of Canada ; 
woe ought to drive it out. 

Mr. Hector loudly applauded at 
intervals during his lecture. The meeting 
was closed by the audience singing the 
national anthem

The allegation that there 
were discrepancies in the accounts of the 
battalion is unfounded, and in fact, no 
evidence was produced to sustain th 
statement. The trouble seems to hay 
arisen out of some personal feeling between 
Liout-Col, Lazier and a superior oflicor—-1 
do not refer to Gen. Herbert 
quite agreed with me in my 
in restoring Licut.-Col.
